"Many 
v o lunteer builders hav e co me 
fro m nearby pro v inces to g iv e a 
hand in the jo b with funds and 
building materials co ntributed 
by the peo ple in their ho me 
pro v inces.” 
The ag ency quo ted Giap as 
describing the Paris sig ning as

tio nal salv atio n—the mo st g lo ­ 
rio us resistance ag ainst fo reig n 
ag g ressio n in the natio n’s histo ­ 
ry . 
“ The strug g le o f the Vietnam­ 
ese peo ple has switched to #a 
new stag e,” it said Giap said. 
"We reso lutely ho ld hig h the 
banner o f peace, independence, 
demo cracy , natio nal co nco rd 
and tho ro ug hly respect and 
scrupulo usly implement the 
Paris ag reement.” 
The radio said Giap called 
the end o f the war "a g reat 
v icto ry o f the who le pro g ressiv e 
mankind—including the Ameri­ 
can peo ple, who hav e been 
strug g ling fo r peace and the 
no ble mo ral v alues o f man.” 
The VNA bro adcast said the 
streets o f Hano i are "flo o ded in 
a sea o f flag s...Traffic is partic­ 
ularly heav y o n the ro ads lead­ 
ing to Do ng Xuan, the central 
market o f the city , where the 
cease-fire co inciding with the 
appro ach o f the Lunar New 
Year (which beg ins Saturday ) 
bring s the number o f custo mers 
to a reco rd lev el.”

Nix on said. “And so I ask y ou 
to back u p tho se co ngressmen 
and tho se senato rs ... who hav e 
the co u rage to v o te against 
higher sp ending. They hear 
fro m the sp ecial interests; let 
them hear fro m y ou . 
“ It is time to get big go v ern­ 
ment off y o u r back and ou t of 
y o u r p o cketbo o k,” he said. 
Nix on added in the bro adcast 
that he was determined to elim­ 
inate p ro grams he said were 
no t wo rth the cost. 
“The time has co me to get 
rid of old p ro grams that hav e 
o u tliv ed their time, o r that hav e 
failed. Whenev er the retu rn on 
o u r tax do llars is no t worth the 
ex p enditu re, we mu st either 
change that p ro gram o r end 
it.” 
The bro adcast made clear 
that Nix o n ex p ects to hear

in fiscal 19 74 will gro w nearly 
$19 billion to $26 8 7 billion. 
On the o ther side o f the ledg­ 
er, the go v ernment ex p ects to 
co llect 
abo u t 
$25 6 
billio n 
thro u gh income tax es, Social 
Secu rity co ntribu tio ns and o th­ 
er so u rces. This is ro u ghly $29 
billion mo re than in the cu rrent 
fiscal y ear and reflects, in good 
measu re, the ro bu st state of the 
eco no my . 
The ex cess o f o u tlay s o v er 
receip ts will leav e the go v ern­ 
ment abo u t $12 billion in the red 
in fiscal 1974, bu t that is almo st 
half the $23 billion deficit fo r 
the cu rrent y ear. 
The administratio n also ran 
$23 billion in debt in each of its 
first two bu dget y ears. That 
leav es a to tal of ¿ 1 billion in 
red ink sp ending in the bu dgets 
o v er which Nix on had control. 
A lacklu ster eco no my , which 
left receip ts sho rt of what was 
ex p ected, was a big facto r in all 
three deficits. 
By co mp ariso n, the World 
War II y ears 19 43 -45 had a 
co mbined $145 billion deficit. 
The 19 74 bu dget is ex p ected 
to balance, ho wev er, on a fu ll 
emp lo y ment basis. This takes 
into acco u nt the added rev enu e 
that wou ld flow to the go v ern­ 
ment if the eco no my were ru n­ 
ning at fu ll emp lo y ment, de­ 
fined as 4 p er cent u nemp lo y ­ 
ment. 
Mu ch of the higher sp ending 
stems fro m the bu ilt in gro wth 
of p ro grams o v er which the 
White Hou se has little control. 
Bu t Nix on has p ledged to be 
tight-fisted with the rest of the 
bu dget, redu cing the ro le o f the 
federal go v ernment in the daily 
liv es of Americans. 
In his inau gu ral address, Nix ­ 
on asked fo r an end to “Wash­ 
ingto n p aternalism .” In do llars 
and cents terms, this is ex p ect­ 
ed to m ean an end to the Office 
o f 
E c o no m ic O p p o rtu nity 
(OEO,) which ran the Jo hnso n 
adm inistratio n's War o n Po v er­ 
ty , and scrap p ing o r sharp cu t­ 
backs fo r o ther welfare p ro ­ 
gram s begu n u nder the last 
Demo cratic administratio n.

OBITUARIES 
Edward A. 
Schultz, 
61, Dies 


Edward A. Schultz, longtime 
Army Corps of Engineers hy ­ 
draulic model ex pert, died y es­ 
terday after collapsing at his 
Corte Madera home. He was 61. 
Schultz was dead on arriv al 
at Marin General Hospital, ac­ 
cording to Keith C. Craig, coro­ 
ner’s inv estiga tor, who said 
death apparently was due to 
natural causes. 
Schultz had directed all hy - 
draultic delta modeling studies 
for the corps’ San Francisco 
district since 1958. At the time 
of his death he was conducting 
a study for the state of Califor­ 
nia in connection with the pro­ 
posed peripheral canal around 
the Delta area. 
Schultz was born in Chicago. 
He joined the Corps of Engi­ 
neers in Vicksburg, Miss, in 
1934 after receiv ing a bachelor 
of science degree at the Univ er­ 
sity of Illinois. 
During his long career he 
directed modeling studies of the 
Panama Canal and the Charles­ 
ton, S.C., and Sav annah, Ga. 
harbors. 
He was the author of many 
scientific papers on hy draulic 
modeling and was a member of 
the National Tidal Hy draulic 
Committee, which includes sci­ 
entists from major univ ersities. 
He is surv iv ed by his wife, 
Genev iev e, of the family home 
at 447 Manzanita Av enue; three 
sons, Edward A. Schultz J r. of 
Sea ttle, Wash., William H.

This came on the heels of 
annou ncem ent that a single 
stamp will be issu ed in May 
memorializing the late Presi­ 
dent H arry S Tru m an. Al­ 
thou gh not y et annou nced, no 
dou bt there will also be a single 
stamp this y ear honoring Presi­ 
dent Ly ndon B. Johnson. 
' These memorial stamp s fol­ 
lowing the death of former 
p residents follow a tradition 
that began when a black two- 
center was p rodu ced to honor 
President Warren G. Harding 
after his death in 1923. (Re- 
p iember when it cost only two 
cents to mail a letter, which 
was p romp tly disp atched by 
rail, and deliv ered to the ad­ 
dressee on a twice-a-day home 
deliv ery schedu le?) 
Ex -Presidents rate a single 
stamp . Bu t emp loy ees of the 
U.S. Postal Serv ice rate a set 
of 10! 


THE LAST SUCH long set of 
commemorativ e stamp s issu ed 
by the U.S. was that p ictu ring 
the flags of 13 occu p ied nations 
which came ou t du ring World 
War II.

Bridge District Old Guard 
Losing Long- Held Power

The Golden Gate Bridge District, in a 
shakeu p that has been coming for a long 
time, has a new insu rance committee 
chairman. 
It was only recently that the commit­ 
tee’s longtime boss, L. E. Castner of 
Sonoma Cou nty , p u blicly condemned a 
fellow director for daring to interfere 
wjth his condu ct of committee bu siness. 
Now the bu tt of his attack, Dean N 
Mey er of Mill Valley , has rep laced Cast­ 
ner as chairman. 
The neat sword stroke was by the new 
p resident of the board of directors, Ste­ 
p han C. Leonou dakis of San Francisco. 
His remov al of Castner was sy mbolic of 
changes that hav e swep t the district. 


CASTNER STQOD for the old gu ard 
that hated to giv e u p its comfortable 
ru le, back in the day s when the only job 
the board had was to ov ersee the cou nt­ 
ing of tolls and p ainting of girders. 
Castner. p rou d of his acid tongu e, for 
y ears delighted in belittling Leonou dakis 
in his lonely battle to get the district into 
the ferry boat bu siness. 
Finally forced to bend to p u blic p res­ 
su re, the district has gone wholesale into 
transit. Bu t Castner, desp ite changes 
elsewhere in the condu ct of district bu si­ 
ness, held hard onto the insu rance com­ 
mittee — and with it control ov er a 
mou ntain of p olicies carry ing hefty p rem­ 
iu ms. 
As a 21-y ear v eteran of the board, 
Castner commanded considerable p ower. 
He has 10 y ears more seniority than 
Leonou dakis, and rep eatedly help ed 
freeze Leonou dakis ou t of his tu rn for the 
board p residency . The freeze failed this 
p ast December, howev er, and Leonou ­ 
dakis was elected. He certainly mu st

hav e enjoy ed du mp ing Castner after all 
those y ears of gu ff. 


His selection of Mey er was no accident. 
An insu rance man (like Castner), Mey er 
was the first board member to challenge 
the old way s of handling insu rance. He 
was esp ecially critical of the fact the 
insu rance indu stry discriminates against 
the district by forcing it to p ay higher 
rates than other facilities. 


Castner insisted that rocking the boat 
wou ld jeop ardize insu rance cov erage, 
while Mey er argu ed the boat was so 
leaky it shou ld be abandoned for a new 
model. He now will hav e a chance to 
p rov e himself at the oars. 


May be, with the p assage of time, 
Castner ev en will start talking to Mey er 
again. 


A BELATED BOUQUET shou ld be 
awarded Rep . Don H. Clau sen, R-First 
District, for the Least Effectiv e Protest 
of 1972. He p u t his p ersonal p restige on 
the line last month when he went to 
Sacramento to fight for the gov ernor’s 
v eto of “ wild riv ers’’ legislation by Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael. 


The congressman raised su ch a storm 
of p rotest from Washington that he de­ 
lay ed the signing of the bill for sev eral 
day s so he cou ld come back to fight it. 
He insisted that he see the gov ernor, bu t 
nev er did since Reagan was in Sou thern 
California. 


Now that the bill is law, Clau sen does 
not like to admit that he lobbied hard 
against it in meetings with cabinet offi­ 
cials. Bu t we are assu red on ex cellent 
au thority he did. The p u blic p u lse ap p ar­ 
ently is easier to feel from the gov ernor’s 
office than from Washington.

The time my mother ca me a bo a rd the 
camp aign train to bring me a birthda y 
cake and when he walked throu gh the ca r 
he immediately assu med it was for lum 
(his birthday was two day s before mine, 
and it nev er dawned on him that p eop le 
made birthday cakes for any body else) 
and told me, “Umm, that looks wonder­ 
fu l, Pat, y ou want a p iece?” And 11 y ears 
later he scrawled on a note abou t some­ 
thing else, “What abou t y ou r mother? 
Tell her I’ll bake her a cake if she’ll 
come v isit the library .” 


THE BALMY p ost-midnight beside the 
p ool at the ranch when he ex p lained at 
great length why he had accep ted John 
Kennedy ’s offer of second p lace on the 
ticket the week before; p inning the Pu r­ 
p le Hearts on the men at Cam Ranh Ba y . 
Camp obello, Great Falls, Pago Pago, 
Helsinki, Artesia, Wichita Falls, DeFu - 
niak Sp rings, Athens, Anchorage. . . 
And now the cortege is at the cap itol, 
where I can see him twirling his finger in 
the hu rry -u p sign to get a bill throu gh 
now, not fiv e minu tes later. There the 
man who sp eaks of him is Dean Ru sk, 
who su ffered beside him, and who sp eaks 
eloq u ently — bu t I su sp ect was chosen 
not for his eloq u ence bu t for his loy alty . 
And then the chu rch, and the q u iet 
family cemetery at the ranch — which 
reminds me of the time he claimed his 
granddaddy had been at the Alamo, 
which he had not.

Federal Tax Increase Unlikely; 
Spending Limit Compromise Seen 


No tax increase from the new Con­ 
gress. A real effort will be made this 
y ear to correct long-ov erdu e tax ineq u i­ 
ties. Bu t there will almost certainly be no 
general rise in income tax rates. 


There are three good reasons: The 
President is against it; Congress is 
against it; the p u blic is against it. 


WILL CONGRESS VOTE hu ge sp end 
ing p rograms? If it does, Mr. Nix on will 
refu se to sp end mu ch of the ap p rop ria­ 
tions. 


This wou ld heighten the head-on con­ 
frontation between Congress and the 
President ov er the p ower of the p u rse. 


This is a constitu tional — not merely a 
p artisan — clash between the two 
branches of gov ernment: the u ndisp u ted 
right of Congress to ap p rop riate and the 
asserted right of a President (which has 
been u sed many times in the p ast) to 
imp ou nd. 
If this confrontation is not resolv ed by 
comp romise, Congress and the President 
will be inv olv ed in a bitter,, div isiv e 
stalemate.

WHO’LL WIN, Congress or the Presi­ 
dent? Answer: neither. There are forces 
on both sides which are working to 
resolv e the confrontation. 
Congress itself is in a box . The only 
way to av ert higher tax es is to p u t a 
ceiling on sp ending, which its own sp ecial 
joint committee is recommending. 
If the congressional ceiling is reasona­ 
bly near the White Hou se total of $25 0 
billion, Mr. Nix on will accep t it and the 
imp ou nding issu e will be dissolv ed. Presi­ 
dent Nix on will not relish a hostile, 
confrontation-minded Congress. Comp ro­ 
mise is in the making. 


HOW FIRMLY is the p u blic against tax 
increase? The temp eratu re is high and 
rising. And it is not limited to the 
afflu ent. 
The headline rep ort on the Gallu p Poll 
shows that v oters by 54 p er cent fav or 
holding down sp ending if needed to p re­ 
v ent higher tax es. 
Bu t the tabu lations are more rev ealing. 
Only one of 16 grou p ings of citizens (those 
earning u nder $3,000 a y ear) fav or more 
sp ending throu gh higher tax ing — and 
that by only 3 p er cent. 
In the other grou p ings — which inclu de 
those of ev ery income bracket, ev ery 
edu cational lev el, ev ery age bracket, 
men, women, manu al laborers, farmers, 
p rofessors and secretaries — those p olled 
want to hold down sp ending to hold down 
tax es. 


JOHN CONNALLY AND 1976. Hav e no 
dou bt that he is thinking abou t a p resi­ 
dential nomination. 
He is showing no sign of “coming 
home” to the Democratic Party . He is 
keep ing all his doors op en to the Rep u bli­ 
cans. He and President Nix on are on 
close and cordial terms. They freq u ently 
consu lt and the agenda is wide-ranging — 
from p olicy to p olitics. 
The best ev idence is that Connally , the 
No. 1 Democrat for Nix on, hop es to get 
the GOP nomination. He wou ld p robably 
need the President’s su p p ort some time 
before the conv ention and many think he 
may get it. 
One highly p laced Democratic senator 
remarked: “If I were Agnew, I’d be 
worried.” 


WHAT WILL Hu bert Hu mp hrey be 
doing?

Now, ev en in 
p riv ate conv ersations, he won’t say he 
will not try again. 
Most Democrats think he is throu gh as 
a p residential p rosp ect bu t he keep s the 
doors op en to p reserv e his fu llest influ ­ 
ence in the p arty . 
His main goal this y ear is to sp ark 
congressional reform so that Congress 
can recov er its p owers.

Sales Tax Sharing Could 
Break Redevelopment Deadlock 


Marin Cou nty ’s fight with San 
Rafael ov er the city ’s redev el­ 
op ment p lan is gathering state­ 
wide attention from attorney s 
who mak e their liv ing off rede­ 
v elop ment law. 


.Abou t 60 of them gathered 
last week in the East Bay for 
an u p dating of the fight in 
Marin, which for the first time 
any where has seen a cou nty 
and city try to negotiate an 
agreement ov er differences on 
redev elop ment. 


If su ch an agreement mater­ 
ializes, (which ap p ears dou bt­ 
fu l), it cou ld p rov e p recedent 
setting. 


Cau se of the city -cou nty dead­ 
lock is the way redev elop ment 
is financed. City redev elop ment 
agencies can freeze assessed 
.v alu ation lev els and “sip hon 
off” fu tu re tax rev enu es on 
imp rov ements from other agen­ 
cies — su ch as the cou nty — to 
p ay off redev elop ment bonds. 
The city has argu ed it’s real­ 
ly not tak ing any thing away 
from the cou nty , only that it’s 
mak ing increases that may ac­ 
cru e in the fu tu re. That’s cor­ 
rect. 


BUT USING the same argu ­ 
ment, let’s look at redev elop ­ 
ment another way . 
The city say s redev elop ment 
will ev entu ally benefit all tax ­ 
ing agencies (which initially 
may lose fu nds) becau se as­ 
sessed v alu ation lev els will 
climb with new bu ilding and 
bu siness. 
In the meantime, the city has 
entered into an agreement with 
the San Rafael School District 
to retu rn some lost p rop erty tax 
rev enu es. The agreem ent is 
p ermitted u nder a section of the 
redev elop ment law which al­ 
lows it to do so for school 
districts only . 
The law mak es no p rov ision 
for offering a “k ick back ” to 
the cou nty or any sp ecial dis-

tnct for p ossible loss of rev e­ 
nu es from increased v alu ation. 
Howev er, there is another 
way — throu gh sharing of sales 
tax rev enu es. 
If the city is so su re redev el­ 
op ment will work , why not 
agree to retu rn to the cou nty 
and sp ecial districts a p er cen- 
tage of the increase in sales 
tax es that will occu r becau se of 
redev elop ment? 
It wou ldn’t be losing any thing 
ex cep t sales tax rev enu es 
which may or may not accru e 
in the fu tu re. 
SUCH AN AGREEMENT 
wou ld help comp ensate the 
cou nty for p ossible p rop erty tax 
losses du ring the time redev el­ 
op ment bonds are ou tstanding. 
Under state law, su ch a shar­ 
ing of sales tax es is legal and 
cou ld be limited to the life of 
the redev elop ment p roject. 
(Editor’s note: The city ’s 
agreement with the school dis­ 
tricts is p robably meaningless 
becau se school district financ­ 
ing is on a p er-p u p il basis 
withou t regard to assessed v al­ 
u ation u nder the state’s new 
“tax reform” legislation.)

It hap ­ 
p ened to him: those Alger 
book s sold estimated totals that 
ru n from 100 million to 400 
million. 
By the ru les of the my th, an 
Alger su ccess story starts from 
the bottom. Alger began with a 
p rop erly challenging array of 
handicap s. He was born in 
Chelsea, Mass., in 1832, the son 
of a debt-ridden p arson. For a 
man with an awesome case of 
logorrhea, Alger’s first y ears 
were totally u ncharacteristic: 
he cou ldn’t talk u ntil he was 7. 
A frail child, he barely grew to 
fiv e feet. 
Alger managed to get into 
Harv ard, where he stu died u n­ 
der Henry Wadsworth Longfel-

LIKE HIS PERSEVERING 
heroes, Alger was not an ov er­ 
night su ccess. Bu t with his 
eighth book , “Ragged Dick ; or 
Street Life in New York ” (186 7), 
he hit stride. 
The Alger formu la may be 
su mmarized as follows: 
The Alger hero is a city waif. 
He may be an orp han. Or, for 
instance, he may hav e been 
k idnap p ed as an infant from a 
wealthy home. Fathers are 
rare, thou gh wick ed, step fath­ 
ers are not u ncommon. If there 
is a mother, she is sweet bu t 
careworn, and the Alger hero 
mu st su p p ort her. 
Alger’s fav orite age for his 
heroes was 16. The Alger boy 
was not necessarily handsome, 
bu t he alway s “made a good 
imp ression.” Ty p ically he had 
a “straightforward look .” He 
was definitely “ not a sensitiv e 
p lant, not to be discou raged by 
rebu ffs.” 
The Alger hero was what 
u sed to be k nown as a “manly 
little chap .” 


THE ONLY PEOPLE who 
didn’t lik e an Alger hero were 
p eop le 
an 
A lger re a d e r 
wou ldn’t lik e himself; street- 
corner bu llies with dirty finger­ 
nails; flabby ne’er-do-wells, 
generally of “intemp erate hab­ 
its” ; office work ers who ru bbed 
their hands together and as­ 
su med a “cringing manner.” 
While the Alger hero is re­ 
lentlessly doing his good deeds 
— rescu ing a child from ru na­ 
way horses, sav ing a dogp ad- 
dler from the East Riv er — the 
Alger v illains are chloroform­ 
ing or slu gging the manly little 
chap . Fear not. No Alger nov el 
is comp lete withou t the Bene­ 
factor. The Benefactor, a self- 
made man, sees himself nos­ 
talgically in the Alger hero ju st 
as the y ou ng Alger hero fore­ 
sees himself in the Benefactor, 
15 or 20 y ears hence. 
With the help of the Benefac­ 
tor — who mu st be rich and 
v agu ely “a gentleman” and not 
mu ch else — Virtu e Triu mp hs 
in the End. On the way to 
deliv ering his Benefactor’s son 


from k idnap p ers in “ Silas Snob­ 
den’s Office Boy ,” the Alger 
hero Frank Manton signals a 
highly moral v ictory with lines 
lik e: “Du ty req u ired me to do 
as I did.” Bu t he is not merely 
a p rig. 


Lik e other Alger heroes, 
Frank is a su rv iv or in a tou gh 
world; the world of child labor, 
the world in which a woman 
work ing as a seamstress might 
earn 25 cents a day . 


ALGER SHARED Dick ens’s 
social indignation, if not his 
gifts. “ Fair” and “ju st” are 
two of his fav orite words. Sk in­ 
flints and hy p ocrites — Ameri­ 
can Mu rdstones and U riah 
Heep s — headed his black list. 
Lik e Dick ens, too, he lov ed 
his world desp ite its corru p tion 
and cru elty . Alger was a sim­ 
p le, u nadorned writer, bu t a 
ly ricism of sorts comes throu gh 
his descrip tions of sidewalk 
scenes in Wall Street, nick el 
rides on the El, and Fifth Av e­ 
nu e brownstones. 
The p lay wright S. N. Behr- 
man once said that reading an 
Alger nov el was lik e “tak ing a 
shower in sheer innocence.” 
Perhap s the more correct word 
is hop e. For Alger, America 
held p romise — a term now 
u sed mostly in irony . He was 
not a Polly anna: he believ ed in 
his v illains. Bu t he also be­ 
liev ed his heroes cou ld cop e 
with them. And if this is what 
we late 20th-centu ry sop histi­ 
cates are giggling at, the jok e 
may be on u s rather than .Al­ 
ger,

Taft at the time he o ffered his 
bill cited American casualties 
in the Indo china wr and said, 
“ We sho uld no t g rant amnesty 
to draft resisters witho ut re­ 
quiring them to undertake serv ­ 
ice to their co untry .” 
Taft, a suppo rter o f Nix o n, 
sug g ested that y o ung men cur­ 
rently impriso ned o r in ex ile 
sho uld be released o r allo wed to 
return if they ag reed to serv e 
the United States — either in 
the military o r in a o rm o f 
alternate serv ice — fo r three 
y ears. 
“ We must decide whether it

The crea­ 
tion my th from the Fiji Islands 
is that before creation a heav ­ 
enly hawk hatched an egg con­ 
taining a boy and girl, begin­ 
ning civ ilization.

She and Pau la Shilton, a ju n­ 
ior at Oberlin, are the first ou t- 
of-the-area v olu nteers to work 
at Forest Meadows, a project 
they chose to fu lfill the u nu su al 
Oberlin requ irement — a y early 
winter month v olu nteering in a 
project away from the Ohio 
campu s. 


FOR BONNIE, whose home 
town is Detroit, Mich., it is the 
first trip to California, and 
she’s been amazed to find deer 
and raccoons right arou nd the 
Dominican College dorm Pen- 
nafort, where she has been 
stay ing. 
“ Oberlin is so isolated — in 
the middle of cornfields,” she 
remarked while taking a break 
to talk abou t her work in the 
dev elopment center office of 
director Mary s Kehm. 
Bonnie spends each weekday 
from 9 a.m.* to 3 p.m. assisting 
in the dev elopment program. 
What su rprised her most is that 
she and Pau la are able to work 
directly with the children indi­ 
v idu ally , ju st as a teacher 
wou ld. 
“ I thou ght I wou ld ju st get to 
observ e, bu t no,” she said. 
First she was giv en an ov erall 
orientation at the center, part 
of the Marin Cou nty Schools 
special edu cation sy stem, by a 
teacher. Then Bonnie observ ed 
the 'teacher working with indi­ 
v idu al children in her class, 
and with definite instru ction on 
what to do with a particu lar 
child, Bonnie herself began. 
Now each morning the teacher 
giv es Bonnie some directions 
for” the day and she works 
directly with the children the 
rest of the day . 
Best of all she likes teaching 
langu age techniqu es, bu t she 
also ex ercises the children and 
giv es them tactile, tasting and 
smelling ex periences that are 
needed in their dev elopment. 


BONNIE HAD nev er wo rked 
with menta lly reta rded children 


before, althou gh Pau la had pre­ 
v iou s special edu cation ex peri­ 
ence. 
“ I alway s feel free to ask 
qu estions of the teacher and to 
tell her if I don’t feel confident 
to work with this or that child.” 
Bonnie said. “ The teacher 
watched what I did with a 
particu lar child and then she 
told me what I did that was 
good and what cou ld be im­ 
prov ed u pon.” Bonnie said. 


At this point she is fairly 
conv inced to follow a career in 
special edu cation, bu t if she 
changes her mind it will at 
least be “something with kids.” 


Bonnie and Pau la fou nd ou t 
separately abou t Forest Mead­ 
ows Dev elopment Center as a 
winter college project throu gh 
an Oberlin project catalogu e 
m ade from su ggestions by 
Oberlin alu mni. Ann Padov er is 
Dominican College's director of 
the special edu cation program, 
which works with Forest Mead­ 
ows center, and she is also an 
Oberlin gradu ate. She listed the 
project and receiv ed six re­ 
plies. Bu t Bonnie and Pau la 
were the only ones who cou ld 
come this y ear, Mrs. Padov er 
said. Bu t she already has an­ 
other stu dent lined u p for nex t 
winter. 


“ I’ll su re go back and tell the 
others,” Bonnie added with en­ 
thu siasm. She and Pau la will 
leav e Feb. 3 to continu e their 
spring semester in the class­ 
rooms at Oberlin, where they 
had not known each other be­ 
fore. 


Bu t Bonnie will miss the chil­ 
dren at Forest Meadows. 
“ I like the positiv e atmos­ 
phere here — in the teachers 
and the children —it goes 
throu gh the whole school. I 
really like the ex perience of 
working with the children. I 
think I really hav e gotten a feel 
for it. 
“ Before I didn’t hav e faith in 
behav ior m odification tech­ 
niqu es, bu t here I see them 
work, so I hav e a lot of faith 
now. 


“ YOU LOOK at ev ery gain 
they make, wow! And now I 
hav e to leav e.” she said of the 
children. 
Back at Oberlin, Bonnie and 
Pau la will write papers abou t 
their winter month ex perience, 
and in San Rafael Mrs. Padov ­ 
er will ev alu ate the Oberlin 
v isitors program “ to see if 
there are way s to improv e it 
nex t y ear.” 
For Bo nnie the mo nth ha s 
been to o sho rt a nd mo st v a lua ­ 
ble.

Ada Garfinkers 
Show Impressive

in g from h er M-S u ite S eries p lu s 
th e Talisman p ain tin gs an d d raw­ 
in gs may b e seen at th e Domin i­ 
can College in Aleman y Lib rary 
an d S an Marco Gallery th rou gh 
Feb .

An exhibit of paintings and 
drawings by Marin artist Ada 
Garfinkel at Dominican College 
is possibly the most impressive 
and ambitious group of Mrs. 
Garfinkel's work ever assem­ 
bled. 


Impressive, because there is 
an exciting unity in both paint­ 
ing and drawing. One comple­ 
ments the other in color, shape 
and content and shows the very 
fine, almost invisible line be­ 
tween the two media. 


Beautifully mounted in both 
the Alemany Library and the 
San Marco Gallery, the show 
will run through Feb. 24. 


Her M-Suite Series is derived 
abstractly from the flower-leaf 
motifs of Matisse, but here the 
similarity stops. It is essential­ 
ly an homage to the French 
artist, but the shapes and struc­ 
tural forms take on a new 
identity and become Mrs. Gar- 
finkeFs own. 


These amorphous forms, rich 
in color, sparkle and catch the 
eye in a never-ending arrange­ 
ment. 
| 
Using a strong vertical and 
horizontal format, the artist 
manages to turn the planes of 
color backward, forward and 
sideways. 


There are so many areas of 
interest, especially so in M- 
Suite VIII. This painting seems 
the most structurally success­ 
ful. 
The vital elements are once 
again Mrs. Garfinkel’s play­ 
ground but where only one or 
two elements were explored in 
other paintings, here the color, 
point and counterpoint of line 
and familiar shapes are 
brought together in complete 
harmony. 
In M-Suite VII the use of 
hard-edge is enhanced with the 
mixture of spontaneous gesture 
painting. The touch of black 
works well, although in some of 
the paintings using more black 


it seems to detract and stop the 
rhythm of the movement too 
abruptly. 


Mrs. Garfinkel's drawings 
are also energetic statements, 
some with a delicate edge of 
humor. Muted or brightly glow­ 
ing. these show the artist's 
complex esthetic world. Her 
reality is a viewer's dream. 


It was difficult, perhaps im­ 
possible. not too long ago for 
people not sensitive to this form 
of expression and thinking to 
comprehend the difficult strug­ 
gles of artists and the single- 
minded concentration that this 
type of work demands. 


Now happily, through the ad­ 
vanced media of communica­ 
tion and vision, we are better 
equipped to understand the rig­ 
orous process from conception 
of a creative idea to the final 
painting. 


For instance, the Interlandia 
Series of drawing on canvas 
seem complete in themselves 
and then looking around the 
gallery one realizes that these 
are avant-coureur: extensions 
of the major paintings. 


Through the process of draw­ 
ing. moving, glueing, shifting 
shapes and areas of color 
through the years, a maturity 
of work emerges, 


A note on the Talisman Series 
— these paintings in a muted 
blend of tones show a singular 
geometric arrow-like shape and 
two or three broken circular 
forms, but in Talisman IV the 
remembered shapes of other 
paintings and other drawings 
are integrated with the symbol 
of the arrow and circles that 
create an intriguing ambiguity. 
This then is a healthy, joyful 
body of work that is different. 
Katherine Kuh. noted art critic, 
once said: “ There is no one 
reality, no uniform vision, for 
each man makes his own.” 
And Ada Garfinkel’s world of 
vision is unique and never dull.

Bondon, a French student of 
Darius Milhaud. Interspersed 
between a delightful allegro 
movement with a wink of rag­ 
time and an allegro vivace that 
bordered on jazz, there was an 
adagio movement in which the 
trio played most perfectly in 
tune.

trio had already suggested in 
the last movement of the De­ 
bussy. 
.After the harp and flute es­ 
tablished the trance, the viola 
(the work originally calls for 
cello) came in solidly with what 
could have been a cantus fir- 
mus * theme. Instead, Miss 
Negherbon immediately joined 
the other two performers with 
her own variation on the hyp­ 
notic pattern. This exciting con­ 
glomeration of sound was punc­ 
tuated occasionally by a giant 
gong played by Arthur Chan­ 
dler. 
While there were brief mo­ 
ments in the Debussy and Bon­ 
don when the harp overpowered 
the other two instruments and 
when the viola was flat in 
several entrances, these were 
mere trifles in an evening of 
rare beauty.

Withdrawal 
Of Clark's 
Name Urged 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Democratic State 
Central Committee called on 
Gov. Ronald Reagan during the 
weekend to withdraw the nomi­ 
nation of W’illiam P. Clark Jr., 
his former chief aide, to the 
state Supreme Court. 
In a resolution addressed to 
Reagan, the Democrats 
charged that Clark, now an 
appellate court justice in Los 
Angeles, appears to “ fall far 
below” standards of experience 
and scholarly excellence ex­ 
pected of Supreme Court jus­ 
tices. 
Clark, former executive sec­ 
retary to Reagan, failed to ob­ 
tain a law degree. He took the 
state bar examination, passed 
it on his second try and became 
an attorney. 


The Democratic resolution al­ 
so said the Commission on Judi­ 
cial Appointments, which must 
confirm or reject Clark, should 
“ disapprove the appointment.” 


Other resolutions adopted by 
the committee included: 
Indians —Declares the feder­ 
al government has tried to 
“ buy off" California Indians for 
.47 cents an acre for Indian 
land and resolves to actively 
support establishment of a 
“ land base” for California Indi­ 
ans. 
Health —Urges strengthening 
of comprehensive health care 
planning at state and local lev­ 
el. 
Funds —Urges passage of 
legislation allowing political 
parties to include in a voter's 
sample ballot a party financial 
contribution card.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia Democrats elected a 
McGovern campaign leader as 
their new state chairman, but 
key party figures vowed to 
abandon the defeated presiden­ 
tial candidate's “ elitist" left 
and return to what one called 
“ the soul of America." 


Liberal Assemblyman John 
L. Burton of San Francisco, 
cochairman of Sen. George 
McGovern's California cam­ 
paign, was overwhelmingly 
elected chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic wState Central Committee 
Sunday at the windup of its 
biennial convention. 


But Burton insisted to news­ 
men his 562-180 victory over a 
moderate, attorney John Merlo 
of Chico, should not be regard­ 
ed as a triumph for the party's 
former McGovern faction. “ I 
couldn’t have won this if I had 
only represented one segment 
of the party,” he said. 
Burton described himself as a 
“ blue collar liberal” who en­ 
joys “ hard hat” labor support. 
It is precisely this support— 
from union leaders, workers 
and ethnic groups—that Sen. 
Alan Cranston and San Francis­ 
co Mayor Joseph L. Alioto told 


delegates the party must regain 
or lose more elections. 
Alioto termed these tradition­ 
al Democratic voting blocs the 
“ soul of America-ordinary, de­ 
cent people.” He said the party 
should “discard” a liberal “ eli­ 
tist” who demands to be sup­ 
ported on the issues 100 per 
cent. 


“ Let's face it and don't try to 
smear the fact or smudge one 
single bit: We took an awful 
lacing in November.” Alioto 
said Saturday night as he and 
four other contenders for the 
1974 gubernatorial nomination 
addressed a banquet gathering. 


Cranston, preparing to run 
for re-election next year, ear­ 
lier told the liberal-oriented 
central committee that “ liberal 
ideology, unyielding and un­ 
compromising, is not always 
truth engraved on stone tab­ 
lets.” 
California's junior senator, 
John V. Tunney. urged dele­ 
gates Sunday to make it clear 
to voters that “ we stand not for 
radicalism, but realism: not 
utopianism, but social justice; 
not the politics of the lunatic 
left, but the politics of legiti­ 
mate liberalism.”

Puget Sound Is Ferryboat Country

SEATTLE — A rid e on a 
ferry boat is a good way to get 
the taste of the sea on y ou r lip s 
and the roll of the wav es in 
y ou r legs. 
So I d iscov ered on board the 
M. V. Hy ak. named for an 
Ind ian tribe like most of the 
ferries hereabou ts. It's p art of 
the Ev ergreen Fleet. 19 boats in 
the water and two more on the 
way for nex t y ear — the largest 
d ou ble-end ed ferry sy stem in 
the world . 
Clearly , Pu get Sou nd is ferry 
cou ntry ’, and instead of content­ 
ing my self with merely rid ing 
the Hv ak. I fou nd my way to 
one of the p ilothou ses of the 382- 
foot v essel. There I met Cap t. 
A. G. Fosse, who has been a 
Pu get Sou nd ferry boat skip p er 
since 1943. 
A Pu d get Sou nd man all the 
way throu gh, he’s nev er sailed 
offshore ex cep t once. That was 
when he was an observ er 
abroad the Hy ak when she was 
brou ght u p coast in 1967 from 
San Diego, where she was bu ilt. 
“ A mighty rou gh rid e.” the 
cap tain recalled . ‘‘The water 
sloshed all ov er the d ecks.” 
What mad e the trip so rou gh 
was the shap e of the hu ll and 
the d ou ble-end ed natu re of the 
boat. “This means she’s strictly 
a bay boat,” he ad d ed . 
Althou gh the ferry boat has 
two id entical end s, it still has a 
bow and a stern. For nav igation 
p u rp oses, Cap tain Fosse ex ­ 
p lained , the bow is what’s u p 
front when y ou 're mov ing. Bu t 
when it comes to p lacement of 
lifeboats, firefighting eq u ip ­ 
ment. etc., the boat has to hav e 
a p ermanent bow. 
It was 4 p .m. when my Hy ak 
trip began: The cap tain gav e a 
toot on the whistle, the gates 
closed , and we were u nd er way . 
We head ed ou t into the Sou nd 
with 84 cars and a few hu nd red 
p assengers abroad . Destina­ 
tion: Bremerton, on the Oly m­ 
p ic Peninsu la across from Seat­ 
tle. 
The cap tain and I mov ed to 
the No. 1 p ilothou se, in what 
wou ld be the bow for this trip , 
across what is called the Tex as 
d eck — no one seems to know 
why . No p assenger ev er rid es 
u p there, for in a high wind y ou 
can be blown clear into the sea. 
A nonslip p ery su rface d own the 
center of the d eck p rov id es 
some traction. 
In the cabin we met the first 
mate and the q u artermaster, 
who was steering. It takes 
many p eop le to ru n a boat this 
size. Crew for an eight-hou r 
stint on board the Hy ak: cap ­ 
tain, first mate, fou r able-bod ­ 
ied seamen, twro ord inary sea­ 
men, two cabin watchmen, and 
one matron; p lu s two engi­ 
neers, a chief and assistant 
chief, and two oilers, w'ho are 
eq u al to able-bod ied seamen. 
There’s a lot of work for 
them. In ad d ition, there’s lot’s 
of p ap erwork. There’s an inch- 
thick book of ru les which crews 
hav e to know. 
We d iscu ss the working of the 
Hy ak, and how things hav e 
changed on the Sou nd since 
Fosse first became a skip p er. 
“We u sed to d o almost ev ery ­ 
thing on board the boat,” said 
Fosse, “ bu t now it’s d one on 
d ry d ock.” And boats are better 
kep t tod ay . 
Cabin d ecks are p olished 
twice a d ay , for instance. Win­ 
d ows washed ev ery d ay . Bu t 
that’s only the hou sekeep ing 
end of the u p keep . 
There’s lots of v ibration. I

write in my notebook. Cap tain 
Fosse ex p lained that it’s be­ 
cau se one of the two p rop ellers 
was d amaged when the boat hit 
something u nd erwater. “ We 
hav e a bad wheel,” is the way 
he p u ts it. in a v oice that tells 
y ou that it will soon be fix ed . 
Right now there isn’t too 
mu ch activ ity in Pu get Sou nd . 
“ We carried thou sand s of 
p eop le d u ring World War II 
with bare crews and no rad ar,” 
Cap tain Fosse reminisced . “ We 
u sed to rely on the (foghorn) 
echo. You nger skip p ers tod ay 
keep their faces in the rad ar 
screen,” he said . “They nev er 
slow d own in a fog, the cap tain 
tells y ou . Then he ad d ed with a 
smile, “ In fact, we hav e a 
rep u tation for making better 
time in fog than in clear weath­ 
er.” 
I hav e my notebook ou t 
again: I p u t d own. “We enter 
Rich Passage. At least a fiv e- 
knot cu rrent.” 
“The cu rrent can d o fu nny 
things to a ferry boat.” the skip ­ 
p er said . 
“Let ’er come. Pau l.” It’s the 
second or third time Cap tain 
Fosse has said it. When I ask 
him what it means, he say s, 
“ It’s a change in cou rse.” Cap ­ 
tain Fosse keep s a list of cou rse 
changes on all the ru ns in the 
Sou nd . Instead of calling ou t 
the head ing he tells the q u arter­ 
m aster when to make the 
change, and the q u artermaster 
knows which d irection to go. 
“We get tired of calling ou t 
cou rse change,” the cap tain 
say s. 
“Let ’er come, Pau l.” The 
call comes again. Then Fosse 
continu es chronicling changes. 
“ Back in the old d ay s a load of 
iron aboard a p assing ship 
wou ld affect ou r comp ass, bu t 
now now,” he said . 
As we ap p roach Bremerton, 
we can see the cu rrent ed d y ing. 


swirling. The water is hitting 
the beach and coming back. It 
is rou gh. 
Fosse takes ov er the helm. 
He makes a 19 0-d egree swing 
toward the Bremerton ferry 
slip . “Used to hav e a lot of 
trou ble getting into d ock be­ 
cau se of the cu rrent,” he reme- 
bers. 
One long blast and two shorts 
— it’s the d ocking whistle. 
Peop le often come ou t of 
nearby restau rants as the ferry 
ap p roaches. There’s something 
abou t a boat that attracts p eo­ 
p le. May be it’s the p rosp ect of 
ad v entu re at sea, ev en if it’s 
only a 45-minu te crossing of 
Pu get Sou nd . 
As we mov e into the slip , the 
cap tain mu ses: “ Hav e-to be 
carefu l not to ov erru n the 
d ock.” Then he softly ad d s: 
“I’v e d one that before, too.” 
Half astern . . . left ru d d er 
. . . slow' . . . stop . Gates u p . 
End of ru n. 
We are right on time. 
Bu t the p assengers often are 
not. Many p eop le ru n for the 
ferry . “I left fiv e cars once 
becau se we were read y to go. 
“ We hav e one commu ter on 
Bainbrid ge Island who is al­ 
way s ru nning. Bu t y ou can’t 
leav e p eop le who are ru nning: 
d own the d ock,” he said . 
Fiv e p .m. and time to retu rn 
to Seattle. 
One big toot to alert the crew. 
Gates close and ramp u p . 
We left only one car on d ock 
as we d ep arted ; it had rolled in 
after the gates had closed . The 
d riv er has a one-hou r wait. 
Cap tain Fosse enjoy s his 
work and say s he d oesn’t want 
to go ou tsid e the bay . 
Is he bored with ru nning the 
same rou te d ay after d ay , I 
asked him. He sniffs at the 
id ea: “I alway s look forward to 
coming to work. The same 
rou te d oesn’t bother me at all.” 


It isn’t easy ru nning a boat 
like that Hy ak. A d ou ble-end ed 
boat is v ery d ifferent from a 
single-end ed one. .One p rop at 
each end . One p u lls while the 
other p u shes. If they ’re not 
sy nchronized , y ou can get a 
terrible v ibration. 
In the engine room y ou can 
see what boat ru n. 
It looks like a room on board 
a su bm arine, .or may be a 
sp aceship , I wrote in the note­ 
book. Scores of d ials and con­ 
trols. Clean, v ery clean; after 
all, the Hv ak is only fiv e y ears 
old . 
Temp eratu re 117 d egrees in 
the boiler room. I d on’t q u es­ 
tion it. And noisy ! I p u t on 
earmu ffs, the kind u sed by air­ 
craft crewmen arou nd the big 
jets. 
Fou r V-16 d iesel engines 
d riv e 
the 
fou r generators 
which, in tu rn, make the p ower 
to tu rn the d riv e motors which 
tu rn the p rop . How’s that for a 
real-go-arou nd ? Bu t I’m told it 
all makes sense. 
A look at the motor was 
d izzy ing. Oil gu shed ov er the 
main 
bearing, 
and 
p rop s 
whirred at 160 tu rns a minu te. 
Bu t I cou ld not ex amine it at 
leisu re. I had been in the con­ 
trol room only 20 minu tes when 
the stand -by bell sou nd ed . We 
ap p roached the d ock. 
The big d ial registered half 
sp eed — 80 tu rns; the slow — 40 
tu rns. 
"Now we’re p u shing away 
from the ferry ship ,” say s Mr. 
Holland , the watch engineer. 
Half sp eed . . . slow . . . stop 
. . . slow astern . . . show ahead 
. . . half ahead . 
STOP. 
And I go ashore. The ferry 
rid e is ov er for me. Bu t at 6 
p .m., Cap tain Fosse and the 
Hy ak will d o it all ov er again.

Three Selected 
To Hall Of Fame 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Mickey 
Welch, who won 311 games in 13 
years, was voted into baseball's 
Hall of Fame Sunday along 
with a star of the first team to 
win four straight pennants and 
one of the game's most famous 
umpires. 
Welch, who pitched for Troy 
and New York of the National 
League from 1880 through 1892, 
was elected to the Cooperstown, 
N.Y., shrine by the special vet­ 
erans committee. Entering with 
him were first baseman George 
“ Highpockets” Kelly of the 
New York Giants and umpire 
Billy Evans. 
Another special committee 
will name at least one star of 
the old Negro Leagues to the 
shrine within a few weeks and a 
special election is being held to 
consider the late Roberto Clem­ 
ente. 
Welch, who threw and batted 
right-handed, w’as born in 
Brooklyn on July 4, 1859 and 
entered the National League 
with Holyoke in 1879. Pitching 
in an era when there were no 
relief pitchers and the ball was 
dead, Welch compiled succes­ 
sive won-lost records of 34-30, 
20-18, 14-16, 27-21. 39-42, 44-11, 
33-22, 23-15, 26-19, 27-12, 18-13, 
6-9 and 17-14 for a career mark 
of 311-207 aru a .600 won-lost 
percentage. 
Welch pitched more than 40 
complete games in seven sea­ 
sons including a high of 64 in 
1880. He won 17 consecutive 
games from July 18 through 
Sept. 4 in 1885 when he com­ 
piled his 44-11 record. 
A 6-foot, 4-inch, 190-pound na­ 
tive of San Francisco, Calif., 
Kelly was the star first base­ 
man of John McGraw’s Giants 
who won consecutive National 
League pennants in 1921-22-23- 
24. He played in the majors 
from 1915 through 1932 —play­ 
ing for Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and Brooklyn as well 
as the Giants—and had a .297 
lifetime bat'ting average. 
Kelly was a favorite of 
McGraw, also a Hall of Famer. 
and one of the game's early 
power hitters with a lifetime 
total of 148 homers. He was at 
his peak during the Giants' four 
consecutive pennant season,

Aircraft Sit-In Stalls 
Supervision Of Truce 


SAIGON (UPI) — Supervision 
of the shaky Vietnam truce 
bogged down before it even got 
started today when three plane­ 
loads of Hanoi and Viet Cong 
officials staged sit-ins in their 
aircraft, 
refusing to deplane 
until 
the Saigon governm ent 
recognized them as residents of 
South Vietnam.

Today, two U.S. Air Force

Budget Asks 
Environment 
Fund Boost 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - P res­ 
ident Nixon today proposed a 
$44 million increase in funds to 
run the Environm ental Protec­ 
tion 
Agency, much of it to 
handle dem ands of new air and 
w a te r pollution control p ro ­ 
gram s passed recently by Con­ 
gress. 


The agency’s operating budg­ 
et would be increased to $515 
m illion d u rin g the business 
year beginning July 1.

Rights Panel Out 
Of Consumer Plan 


Vote On Program 
At Closed Session

During a secret meeting last Thursday, it was 
learned today, the Marin County Human Rights 
Commission voted to withdraw its support of a 
proposed pilot program on consumer protection 
developed by its staff. 
The meeting, held at the Whistlestop in San 
Rafael, had been announced as an “executive 
committee” meeting but was attended by four 
commissioners, a quorum of the seven-member 
commission.

Attending the m eeting were 
com m issioners Ernest Gray, J. 
Barton Sarjeant, Joaquin 
P. 
G allardo and June Weden. Mrs. 
Weden was the lone voice of 
opposition to withdrawing sup­ 
port from the controversial con­ 
sum er program scheduled to be 
co n sid ered tom orrow by the 
board of supervisors. 


Commission chairm an G ray 
told the Independent-Joum al to­ 
day the fourth com missioner, 
Joaquin P. Gallardo, attended 
only m om entarily, not taking 
part in any discussion. 
"W e’re very cautious” about 
the Ralph M. Brown Act, the 
state's antisecret meeting law, 
Grav said. 


The only item s discussed, he 
continued, “ w ere staffing m at­ 
te rs” within the human rights 
departm ent and how best to use 
an unexpended $2,700 in the 
departm ent’s budget. 


His com m ents were thrown 
into question, however, when 
Mrs. Weden told the I-J that 
Gallardo not only attended the 
entire m eeting but joined Gray 
and Sarjeant in moving to with­ 
draw support. “ The m eeting 
was delayed until G allardo a r­ 
rived, too,” Mrs. Weden said.

Gunmen Attack 


BELFAST (UPD — British 
troops were attacked by gun­ 
men and rock-throwing mobs 
late yesterday and early today 
at the end of a day dedicated to 
the memory of the 13 victims of 
"Bloody Sunday" one year ago.

"I don't see how anyone sur­ 
vived,” said Dr. Charles Hall 
as he surveyed a tornado rav­ 
aged apartment complex in Or­ 
lando, Fla. 


"Boy are we lucky,” he said. 
‘‘It's a wonder 50 or more 
people weren’t killed in there.” 


The apartments on Orange 
Center Boulevard in Orlando 
were struck by one of six twist­ 
ers that slashed through Flori­ 
da Sunday, hurling trees and 
telephone poles about “ like 
toothpicks." 


At least 18 persons were in­ 
jured and another 300 were left 
homeless by the string of torna­ 
does, but there were no deaths. 


A coastal storm lumbered 
over the Northeast today, 
spreading snow and rain from 
the Ohio Valley to New Eng­ 
land. Heavy snow warnings 
were in effect for interior east­ 
ern New York and most of New 
England and travelers’ adviso­ 
ries were posted for most of the 
eastern Ohio valley, northeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania, northern 
Connecituct and the mountain 
areas of the central Atlantic 
Seaboard.

New Orleans Killing 


Held Retaliatory 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPD — 
Stokely Carmichael, former 
Black Panther and now a citi­ 
zen of Guinea, said Sunday the 
sniper killing of six persons in 
New Orleans this month was in 
retaliation for the killing of two 
black students at Southern Uni­ 
versity last November. 
In an exclusive interview, 
Carmichael called the actions 
of Mark Essex, the black Navy 
veteran killed Jan. 7 by police 
after he shot 23 whites, killing 
six. "a clear retaliation for the 
two students killed at South­ 
ern.” 
Carmichael, 31, who now 
heads the African-based All Af­ 
rican People s Revolutionary 
Party, said Essex’s attack 
showed that blacks are willing 
to make "the supreme sacri­ 
fice" in a fight for freedom. 
When Essex climbed up to 
the hotel roof, Carmichael said, 
"He knew he wasn't coming 
down." 


Carmichael commended Es­ 
sex for using “ scientific thought 
to guide his emotions.” 
• Carmichael would not com­ 
ment on the killing of a police­ 
man in Brooklyn this month by 
members of a Muslim cult who 
held hostages at gunpoint. 
He said he views the two 
incidents as unrelated. "Essex 
was not a Muslim, he was a 
pan-Africanist,” Carmichael 
said. 
Carmichael is in the United 
States on a junior diplomatic 
passport. He visited the San 
Francisco Bay Area last week 
as part of a national fund­ 
raising campaign for the H. 
Rap Brown defense fund. 
In a press conference Friday, 
Cariehael requested support for 
Brown, whom he called a “ po­ 
litical prisoner.” 
Brown is on trial in New York 
on 24 counts of attempted mur­ 
der. robbery, assault and pos­ 
session of dangerous weapons.

Nixon said Sunday he will 
abandon the traditional State of 
the Union message this year in 
favor of detailed messages on 
specific subjects. The first of 
the reports is expected to be 
issued late this week or early 
next week. 
“ Together, these statements 
will chart a new course for 
America—a course that will 
bring more progress by putting 
more responsibility and money 
in more places," Nixon said in 
a radio address to the nation.

And so I ask 
you to back up those congress­ 
men and those senators ... who 
have the courage to vote 
against higher spending. They 
hear from the special interests; 
let them hear from you. 
"It is time to get big govern­ 
ment off your back and out of 
your pocket." he said. “ I ask 
your support to hold govern­ 
ment spending down, so that we 
can keep your taxes and prices 
from going up."

Cambodian Fighting 
Continues Unabated 


PHNOM PENH OJPD - Air 
raid 
sirens 
blared 
across 
Phnom Penh for five minutes 
today to mark the start of 
President Lon Nol’s unilateral 
suspension of offensive opera­ 
tions. But there was no letup in 
the war.

Lon 
Nol made the cease-fire an 
nouncement at a joint session of 
the National Assembly. 
“It’s a brilliant propaganda 
move,” one Western diplomat 
said.

Demir, 30, who was on his first 
diplomatic assignment outside 
Turkey, died about four hours 
later. Both had been shot sever­ 
al times in the head. 
Police arrested Gourgen M. 


Yanikian, 77, well known local­ 
ly as a land developer and 
author of five books on religion 
and philosophy. His most recent 
was “Mirror in the Darkness.” 


Haluk R. Sidal, the third 
ranking official of the Turkish 
consulate, said the two diplo­ 
mats had gone to Santa Barba­ 
ra to recover an oil »painting 
from Yanikian, who contacted 
the consulate about it three 
months ago. 
Sidal, speaking through an 
interpreter, described it as a 
painting of a woman, believed 
to have been stolen more than a 
century ago from the palace of 
the sultan of Turkey.

Clergymen 
Rap Court 
On Abortion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Cler­ 
gymen around the nation, pri- 
narily but not exclusively Ro- 
nan Catholic, attacked the 
Jupreme Court’s abortion deci­ 
sion from their pulpits Sunday. 
One of the strongest reactions 
came from Msgr. William F. 
McDonough of the Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception in 
Washington D.C., who com­ 
pared the court decision with 
King Herod’s order to slaughter 
all children under two years old 
in Bethlehem at the time of 
Christ’s birth. 
“ The hand that is lifted 
against the unborn child in 
abortion is the hand of a mur­ 
derer,” McDonough said, “ and 
the decision of the seven judges 
of the Supreme Court is much 
like King Herod, in the days of 
Christ, who in frenzy seeking 
out to kill Christ, killed the 
innocent children under two 
years of age.” 
- “ I say to you seven judges— 
that you have presided over the 
slaughter of the unborn inno­ 
cents and that you are in the 
mold of King Herod,” McDon­ 
ough said. 
His sermon came in response 
to a call issued by Cardinal 
Patrick O'Boyle, archbishop of 
the Washington dioceses, for all 
pastors in his archdiocese to 
preach against the Supreme 
Court decision.

Women Hold 
Corona Hope 
For Retrial 


FA IRFIELD , Calif. (U PI) 
Juan V. Corona—convicted of 
the biggest mass murder in the 
nation’s history—has pinned his 
hopes for a new trial to a pair 
of women. 


One of the women has had a 
lot to say in public. The other is 
accused of making her remarks 
to only one other person. 


The women are key figures in 
a hearing before Superior Court 
Judge Richard Patton today on 
a defense motion for a new trial 
for Corona, a 38-year-old Mexi­ 
can farm labor broker. Corona 
was found guilty 11 days ago of 
slaying 25 itinerant field hands 
and burying their bodies along 
the banks of the Feather River 
near Yuba City, Calif. 


Later the same day, Mrs. 
Naomi Underwood, a 63-year- 
old widow, made statements 
that Defense attorney Richard 
Hawk said “ blew the whole 
thing wide open.” 


She identified herself as the 
juror who held out during the 
week of deliberations because 
she had “doubts” about Coro­ 
na’s guilt Mrs. Underwood said 
she joined the 10 men and one 
other woman in making the 
guilty verdict unanimous “ to 
get some peace” from what she 
described as “ tremendous pres­ 
sure” by her fellow panelists. 
Hawk later produced a state­ 
ment he said was made by Mrs. 
Underwood that the night be­ 
fore the verdict was handed 
down she had talked with a 
Solano County Sheriff’s matron 
who had been looking after the 
jurors. 
The Matron. Mrs. Georgia 
Wallace, 38. had offered infor­ 
mation to “ ease your con­ 
science” if she later had doubts 
about her decision to go along 
with the other jurors in convict­ 
ing Corona, Mrs. Underwood 
said. She said the remark was 
made “ after everybody knew, 
including myself” that she was 
going to vote Corona guilty. 
Hawk charged the conversa­ 
tion was jury tampering, a felo­ 
ny in California.

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Hanoi's Streets 
Throb With Joy' 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
official Vietnam News Agency 
(VNA) said today the streets of 
Hanoi “throbbed with joy” Sun­ 
day and happy North Vietnam­ 
ese turned out in record num­ 
bers to celebrate the cease-fire. 
The agency also quoted Gen. 
Vo Nguyen Giap, the North 
Vietnamese defense minister 
who led his country to victory 
over France a decade ago, as 
saying Hanoi will honor the 
peace treaty signed Saturday in 
Paris by North and South Viet­ 
nam, the Viet Cong and the 
United States. 
In East Berlin, the East Ger­ 
man news agency ADN said 
today in a dispatch from Hanoi 
“the metropolis on the Red 
River is showing itself these 
days in a way that has not been 
experienced for a long time.” 
ADN said that on Sunday “ tens 
of thousands of people all day 
long filled the streets of the 
center of the city carrying 
countless flags and banners.” 
“Joy over the hard-won peace 
and pride in the success of the 
heroic battle marked Hanoi and 
its people on this last Sunday in 
January,” ADN said. 
“Hanoi, the heart of the Viet­ 
namese fatherland, today 
throbs with joy over the great 
victory of the nation as the 
guns stop firing throughout the 
country, with the U.S. govern­ 
ment giving the solemn pledge 
before the world to end its 
involvement in Vietnam,” said 
the VNA broadcast, monitored 
in Hong Kong. 


Jazz Band Pays 
Final Tribute 
To Edward Ory 


INGLEWOOD, Calif. (UPI) - 
A 13-piece jazz band paid final 
tribute Sunday to famed Dixie­ 
land trombonist Edward “ Kid” 
Ory. 
A jazz funeral parade was 
planned for today in the most 
stirring New Orleans tradition. 
Ory, a former resident ot 
Marin, who died at age 86 last 
Tuesday following a lengthy 
bout with penumonia, was to be 
buried in this Los Angeles sub­ 
urb after a musical sendoff 
planned by some of the biggest 
names of the jazz world. 
Ory “the last of the Hot 
Five,” was eulogized by his 
friends during the short memo­ 
rial service Sunday in Honolulu, 
where family and fans jammed 
into a small chapel and settled 
back for the Dixieland tribute. 


The agency also said resi­ 
dents of the city and neighbor­ 
ing provinces were cleaning up 
and repairing devastated areas 
in the wake of last month’s 
heavy U.S. bombing of the 
North Vietnamese captial. 
“ At the Bach Mai Hospital 
raided by the B52s on Dec. 22, 
the personnel are working full 
steam to restore the bombed 
sections to bring the hospital 
back to normal operation at the 
earliest date,” VNA said. 
“ In the bombed hamlets on 
the city’s outskirts, people are 
busy helping one another re­ 
build houses or set up tempo­ 
rary dwellings,” it said. “ Many 
volunteer builders have come 
from nearby provinces to give a 
hand in the job with funds and 
building materials contributed 
by the people in their home 
provinces ” 
The agency quoted Giap as 
describing the Paris signing as 
“a great victory of the Viet­ 
namese people in the resistance 
against U.S. aggression, for na­ 
tional salvation—the most glo­ 
rious resistance against foreign 
aggression in the nation’s histo­ 
ry 
“The struggle of the Vietnam­ 
ese people has switched to#a 
new stage,” it said Giap said. 
“ We resolutely hold high the 
banner of peace, independence, 
democracy, national concord 
and thoroughly respect and 
scrupulously implement the 
Paris agreement.” 
The radio said Giap called 
the end of the war “a great 
victory of the whole progressive 
mankind—including the Ameri­ 
can people, who have been 
struggling for peace and the 
noble moral values of man.” 
The VNA broadcast said the 
streets of Hanoi are “flooded in 
a sea of flags...Traffic is partic­ 
ularly heavy on the roads lead­ 
ing to Dong Xuan, the central 
market of the city, where the 
cease-fire coinciding with the 
approach of the Lunar New 
Year (which begins Saturday) 
brings the number of customers 
to a record level.”

advance of his formal submis­ 
sion of the proposal to Congress 
at noon EST today. In the 
speech, he prodded the public 
to prod Congress to cooperate 
with him. 
“ If we are going to keep 
taxes and prices down, the Con­ 
gress must keep spending 
down,” Nixon said. 
“Every member of Congress 
gets enormous pressure from 
special interests to spend your 
money for what they want,” 
Nixon said. “And so I ask you 
to back up those congressmen 
and those senators ... who have 
the courage to vote against 
higher spending. They hear 
from the special interests; let 
them hear from you. 
“ It is time to get big govern­ 
ment off your back and out of 
your pocketbook,” he said. 
Nixon added in the broadcast 
that he was determined to elim­ 
inate programs he said were 
not worth the cost. 
“The time has come to get 
rid of old programs that have 
outlived their time, or that have 
failed. Whenever the return on 
our tax dollars is not worth the 
expenditure, we must either 
change that program or end 
it.” 
The broadcast made clear 
that Nixon expects to hear 
some strong criticism of his 
cutbacks. “ In the next few 
days, you will hear about some 
very sharp reductions in some 
very familiar programs,” he 
said. “Some have been regard­ 
ed as sacred cows in the past. 
No matter what their real val­ 
ue, no one has dared to touch 
them.” 
Among those he mentioned 
were hospital construction paid 
for under the Hill-Burton Act, 
urban renewal and the “im­ 
pacted areas” legislation which 
provides aid to schools near 
large concentrations of federal 
facilities. 
But despite his plea for econ­ 
omy in government, the Presi­ 
dent disclosed Friday, spending 
in fiscal 1974 will grow nearly 
$19 billion to $268 7 billion. 
On the other side of the ledg­ 
er, the government expects to 
collect 
about 
$256 
billion 
through income taxes, Social 
Security contributions and oth­ 
er sources. This is roughly $29 
billion more than in the current 
fiscal year and reflects, in good 
measure, the robust state of the 
economy. 
The excess of outlays over 
receipts will leave the govern­ 
ment about $12 billion in the red 
in fiscal 1974, but that is almost 
half the $23 billion deficit for 
the current year. 
The administration also ran 
$23 billion in debt in each of its 
first two budget years. That 
leaves a total of ¿1 billion in 
red ink spending in the budgets 
over which Nixon had control. 
A lackluster ecooomy, which 
left receipts short of what was 
expected, was a big factor in all 
three deficits. 
By comparison, the World 
War II years 1943-45 had a 
combined $145 billion deficit. 
The 1974 budget is expected 
to balance, however, on a full 
employment basis. This takes 
into account the added revenue 
that would flow to the govern­ 
ment if the economy were run­ 
ning at full employment, de­ 
fined as 4 per cent unemploy­ 
ment. 
Much of the higher spending 
stems from the built in growth 
of programs over which the 
White House has little control. 
But Nixon has pledged to be 
tight-fisted with the rest of the 
budget, reducing the role of the 
federal government in the daily 
lives of Americans. 
In his inaugural address, Nix­ 
on asked for an end to “Wash­ 
ington paternalism.” In dollars 
and cents terms, this is expect­ 
ed to meau an end to the Office 
of E conom ic O pportunity 
(OEO,) which ran the Johnson 
administration's War on Pover­ 
ty, and scrapping or sharp cut­ 
backs for other welfare pro­ 
grams begun under the last 
Democratic administration.

the fact that earlier efforts in 
the field have evolved much of 
the technology needed and the 
administration feels solid waste 
is really a state and local prob­ 
lem. 


He said the administration 
would eventually propose legis­ 
lation to tackle the solid waste 
question through some regula­ 
tory means. He added that it 
was watching carefully Ore­ 
gon’s attempt to restrict the use 
of non-returnable containers 
through tax means. 


In his budget message Nixon 
reaffirmed his intention to hold 
down the pace of federal money 
being diverted to construct sew­ 
age treatm ent facilities. He 
said funds already allotted or 
committed total $10.1 billion, 
adding: 


“I believe more funds would 
not speed our progress toward 
clean water but merely inflate 
the cost while creating substan­ 
tial fiscal problems.” 


The new EPA budget, howev­ 
er, does hold a $53.1 million 
increase for the water pro­ 
gram, including $20 million in 
grants to state water pollution 
control agencies. The total wa­ 
ter quality budget will be $192.3 
million. 


Pesticide control was allotted 
$25.4 million —up $4.4 million 
over the previous year —and 
noise abatement was budgeted 
at $4 million, up $416 million. 
The budget also called for an 
increase of 345 in the number of 
full-time positions at EPA. 
Ruckelshaus said some of those 
jobs would be aimed at enforc­ 
ing pollution standards. There 
was a $5.2 million increase in 
the budget proposal for the 
enforcement of clean air stan­ 
dards and state-level plans to 
make sure cars comply with 
exhaust-reduction rules.

Ban On Dogs 
At Angel Island 


Angel Island State Park on 
Thursday will begin enforcing a 
state parks and recreation ordi­ 
nance prohibiting visitors 
bringing dogs on park grounds, 
according to Ranger Frank W.

TEAM 
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-- a four-nation body set up 
under terms of the Vietnam 
peace treaty to police a South 
Vietnam cease-fire. 
The four-power meeting of 
Canada, Poland, Hungary and 
Indonesia began today at 10:15 
a.m. —within four hours’ of the 
Canadian delegation’s arrival 
here and at the Canadians’ 
initiative. 
Michel Gauvin, head of the 
Canadian delegation, told re­ 
porters that the truce supervi­ 
sory meetings had started as 
soon as feasible but that the 
dispute betwen South Vietnam­ 
ese authorities and arriving 
Vief Cong delegates to the joint 
military commission had de­ 
layed his own organization’s 
work. 
The dispute, he said, “could 
delay sending inspection teams 
to the field,” because “ if 
they’re (the military commis­ 
sion) not working, we can’t 
work.” 
However, the four party joint 
military commission eventually 
did meet today. Gauvin indicat­ 
ed this would allow the first 
international truce teams to set 
up shop in seven regional head­ 
quarters and send 1,160 men 
into the field. 
Six of the Viet Cong officers 
who laiyied in Saigon Sunday 
came out to the C130s to meet 
today’s North Vietnamese ar­ 
rivals, but the passengers were 
not allowed off the plane. At 
sunset, two hours after landing, 
the planes were still parked and 
there was no sign of anyone 
budging. 
The C130s were piloted by

Eleven news­ 
men who attempted to enter the 
air base today to watch the 
arrivals and cover the meeting 
of the four-party ICCS were 
expelled and their credentials 
confiscated. Six others were 
picked up Sunday and held for 
about 3^ hours before being 
released.

1966. North Vietnamese have so 
far given no clues about the 
fate of the more than 1,300 
Americans the Pentagon lists 
as missing in action in South- 
ease Asia.

Judge Supports 
Voiceprint Evidence 


A Marin Superior Court judge 
has denied a move to ban the 
voiceprint evidence against 
Steven C. Chapter, a former 
telephone installer charged 
with making a bomb threat to 
his office in San Rafael. 
The admission of the voice­ 
print first in a preliminary 
hearing in municipal court, 
then in a superior court hearing 
Friday, is thought to be a Bay 
Area first. 
Judge David Menary Jr. re­ 
fused Friday to suppress a 
recording of Chapter’s voice 
obtained when he called in a 
work order several days after 
the telephoned threat made 
Feb. 1 to Pacific Telephone Co. 
Robert L. Moran, attorney for 
the 28-year-old San Anselmo 
resident, argued that the 
recording was taken without 
telling Chapter what it was for 
and despite his earlier refusal 
to give one voluntarily. 
However, Judge Menary 
ruled Chapter knew his voice 
was being recorded. Further­ 
more, the judge said, the com­ 
pany had reason to suspect 
Chapter. 
The threat was made to a 
tape answering service to 
which 18 installers called work 
information. Of the 18, only 
Chapter rportedly refused to 
submit to voiceprinting. 


The threatener counted from 
10 to one, mimicked a bomb 
exploding, then, a few minutes 
later, called back, counted from 
one to 10 and said a bomb 
would be piaaed in the tele­ 
phone building in two days. 
Chapter was formally 
charged with making the calls 
in September after a lengthy 
investigation involving voice­ 
print experts from Michigan. 
The California Supreme Court 
in 1968 ruled the still controver­ 
sial identification process could 
not be used for evidence be­ 
cause not enough research had 
been done to prote a voiceprint 
is as unique as a fingerprint. 


However, in a preliminary 
hearing in October, a college 
professor testified he has con­ 
cluded from a $300,000 study 
that each voice makes a unqiue 
sound pattern when recored 


Moran said he has talked to 
another professor who conclud 
ed from studying voiceprints 
that they are not reliable.

-Even In Stamps

However, the sheikhs of Ral 
A1 Khaima, Khor Fakkan, et 
al, have learned that there is a 
limit to what even stamp col­ 
lectors will buy. These “sand- 
spit states” have discontinued 
their separate issues and com­ 
bined to issue stamps valid in 
all of them under the name of 
United Arab Emirates. So the 
“ brains” of the U.S. Postal 
Service are buying a scheme 
that was a gouge to begin with 
and has become so discredited 
as to be no longer profitable. 


HATHAWAY CALLS the 10- 
stamp issue for postal employ­ 
ees “ridiculous” and “incredi­ 
ble.” We heartily agree. 
No, the U.S. Postal Service is 
not even competent to issue 
stamps — let alone deliver the 
mail. 
Bring back the Post Office 
D epartm ent! It’s “ political 
inefficiency” was far better 
than what we have now. 


Bridge District Old Guard 
Losing Long-Held Power

The Golden Gate Bridge District, in a 
shakeup that has been coming for a long 
time, has a new insur'ance committee 
chairman. 
It was only recently that the commit­ 
tee’s longtime boss, L. E. Castner of 
Sonoma County, publicly condemned a 
fellow director for daring to interfere 
wjth his conduct of committee business. 
Now the butt of his attack, Dean N 
Meyer of Mill Valley, has replaced Cast­ 
ner as chairman. 
The neat sword stroke was by the new 
president of the board of directors, Ste­ 
phan C. Leonoudakis of San Francisco. 
His removal of Castner was symbolic of 
changes that have swept the district. 


CASTNER STOOD for the old guard 
that hated to give up its comfortable 
rule, back in the days when the only job 
the board had was to oversee the count­ 
ing of tolls and painting of girders. 
Castner. proud of his acid tongue, for 
years delighted in belittling Leonoudakis 
in his lonely battle to get the district into 
the ferryboat business. 
Finally forced to bend to public pres­ 
sure, the district has gone wholesale into 
transit. But Castner, despite changes 
elsewhere in the conduct of district busi­ 
ness, held hard onto the insurance com­ 
mittee — and with it control over a 
mountain of policies carry ing hefty prem­ 
iums. 
As a 21-year veteran of the board, 
Castner commanded considerable power. 
He has 10 years more seniority than 
Leonoudakis, and repeatedly helped 
freeze Leonoudakis out of his turn for the 
board presidency. The freeze failed this 
past December, however, and Leonou­ 
dakis was elected. He certainly must

have enjoyed dumping Castner after all 
those years of guff. 


His selection of Meyer was no accident. 
An insurance man (like Castner), Meyer 
was the first board member to challenge 
the old ways of handling insurance. He 
was especially critical of the fact the 
insurance industry discriminates against 
the district by forcing it to pay higher 
rates than other facilities. 


Castner insisted that rocking the boat 
would jeopardize insurance coverage, 
while Meyer argued the boat was so 
leaky it should be abandoned for a new 
model. He now will have a chance to 
prove himself at the oars. 


Maybe, with the passage of time, 
Castner even will start talking to Meyer 
again. 


A BELATED BOUQUET should be 
awarded Rep. Don H. Clausen, R-First 
District, for the Least Effective Protest 
of 1972. He put his personal prestige on 
the line last month when he went to 
Sacramento to fight for the governor’s 
veto of “wild rivers” legislation by Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael. 


The congressman raised such a storm 
of protest from Washington that he de­ 
layed the signing of the bill for several 
days so he could come back to fight it. 
He insisted that he see the governor, but 
never did since Reagan was in Southern 
California. 


Now that the bill is law, Clausen does 
not like to admit that he lobbied hard 
against it in meetings with cabinet offi­ 
cials. But we are assured on excellent 
authority he did. The public pulse appar­ 
ently is easier to feel from the governor’s 
office than from Washington.

WASHINGTON — Never an armistice 
with so little celebration. 


Perhaps after the cameras were off, 
the President and Dr. Kissinger clicked 
glasses; they had a right to. But in the 
nation it was muted by the nature and 
duration of the war, by the premature 
peace prediction of October, and a feeling 
that it was so long overdue. That, and the 
fact that Lyndon Johnson had left at so 
precisely the wrong moment — or, if 
judged in strictly dramatic terms, the 
right one. 


OUT THE WINDOW to the west, 10 
flags flutter at half-staff, including the 
one above the White House where Kissin­ 
ger has just spelled out the specifics and 
asked indulgence for the intentional 
vaguenesses in the cease-fire agreement. 


The other way, at Andrews Air Force 
Base, the band plays “Hail to the Chief” 
for the dead President as it played it in a 
different mood for the live one, only four 
days ago at the inauguration. With the 
first ruffles and flourishes comes the 
recollection of how at first, back in 1963, 
it seemed inappropriate for Mr. Johnson, 
as if it still belonged to his predecessor. 
But now at this moment it seems all his, 
and only borrowed by his successor. 


Due south, down 14th Street, the troops 
are at parade rest and the curbs thick 
with government workers waiting, as we 
waited so many times in so many places 
for his whim and convenience. 


WAITING NOW, memories of those 
places rush back: the night of the flash 
flood on the way back from Marble Falls, 
when we could not cross the Pedemales 
to the ranch until he called on the two- 
way radio for somebody to come out in 
the pickup and take us across the dam; 
the day the L.B.J. Special rolled down 
the Virginia Piedmont and he demanded, 
“What did Dick Nixon ever do for Culpe­ 
per?” and then “Goodby, Culpeper, good- 
by, Culpeper. Vote Democratic! Vote 
Democratic!” and then “Bobby, turn off 
that goddam ‘Yellow Rose’!” 
The time in Rovaniemi, Finland, when 
he made the Finns mad by innocently 
doing what came so naturally, beckoning 
to the crowd, and the crowd trampled 
across the soldiers’ graves; the time the 
Young Republican ladies in Dallas 
pushed and shoved and spat at him and 
Lady Bird, and inside at the speaking he 


said, “Forgive them, Father, they know 
not what they do.” 
The bags of paint the Australian dem­ 
onstrators splashed on his car in Mel­ 
bourne; the mudpuddles we used to land 
in in Beechcrafts and DC-3s back before 
he was the proprietor of Air Force One. 
The time my mother came aboard the 
campaign train to bring me a birthday 
cake and when he walked through the car 
he immediately assumed it was for him 
(his birthday was two days before mine, 
and it never dawned on him that people 
made birthday cakes for anybody else) 
and told me, “Umm, that looks wonder­ 
ful, Pat, you want a piece?” And 11 years 
later he scrawled on a note about some­ 
thing else, “What about your mother? 
Tell her I’ll bake her a cake if she’ll 
come visit the library.” 


THE BALMY post-midnight beside the 
pool at the ranch when he explained at 
great length why he had accepted John 
Kennedy’s offer of second place on the 
ticket the week before; pinning the Pur­ 
ple Hearts on the men at Cam Ranh Bay. 
Campobello, Great Falls, Pago Pago, 
Helsinki, Artesia, Wichita Falls, DeFu- 
niak Springs, Athens, Anchorage. . . 
And now the cortege is at the capitol, 
where I can see him twirling his finger in 
the hurry-up sign to get a bill through 
now, not five minutes later. There the 
man who speaks of him is Dean Rusk, 
who suffered beside him, and who speaks 
eloquently — but I suspect was chosen 
not for his eloquence but for his loyalty. 
And then the church, and the quiet 
family cemetery at the ranch — which 
reminds me of the time he claimed his 
granddaddy had been at the Alamo, 
which he had not. But in spirit, I assure 
you, he was, and Lyndon Johnson was 
not telling a calculated fib about it. He 
was telling how he felt — so much a part 
of Texas that his granddaddy must have 
been there, so much a part of his country 
that he empathized intensely with the 
pilots of those Phantoms over Haiphong. 
You will, I hope, forgive the aimless 
flow of reminiscence. It is a time for 
restrained rejoicing, but it does not 
come. To those who reviled him when he 
was alive but now manage to find some­ 
thing positive to say or write, I say 
welcome aboard. To those who acknowl­ 
edged him while he still could hear, I 
need say nothing.

Federal Tax Increase Unlikely; 
Spending Limit Compromise Seen 


No tax increase from the new Con­ 
gress. A real effort will be made this 
year to correct long-overdue tax inequi­ 
ties. But there will almost certainly be no 
general rise in income tax rates. 


There are three good reasons: The 
President is against it; Congress is 
against it; the public is against it. 


WILL CONGRESS VOTE huge spend 
ing programs? If it does, Mr. Nixon will 
refuse to spend much of the appropria­ 
tions. 


This would heighten the head-on con­ 
frontation between Congress and the 
President over the power of the purse. 


This is a constitutional — not merely a 
partisan — clash between the two 
branches of government: the undisputed 
right of Congress to appropriate and the 
asserted right of a President (which has 
been used many times in the past) to 
impound. 
If this confrontation is not resolved by 
compromise, Congress and the President 
will be involved in a bitter,, divisive 
stalemate.

WHO’LL WIN, Congress or the Presi­ 
dent? Answer: neither. There are forces 
on both sides which are working to 
resolve the confrontation. 
Congress itself is in a box. The only 
way to avert higher taxes is to put a 
ceiling on spending, which its own special 
joint committee is recommending. 
If the congressional ceiling is reasona­ 
bly near the White House total of $250 
billion, Mr. Nixon will accept it and the 
impounding issue will be dissolved. Presi­ 
dent Nixon will not relish a hostile, 
confrontation-minded Congress. Compro­ 
mise is in the making. 


HOW FIRMLY is the public against tax 
increase? The temperature is high and 
rising. And it is not limited to the 
affluent. 
The headline report on the Gallup Poll 
shows that voters by 54 per cent favor 
holding down spending if needed to pre­ 
vent higher taxes. 
But the tabulations are more revealing. 
Only one of 16 groupings of citizens (those 
earning under $3,000 a year) favor more 
spending through higher taxing — and 
that by only 3 per cent. 
In the other groupings — which include 
those of every income bracket, every 
educational level, every age bracket, 
men, women, manual laborers, farmers, 
professors and secretaries — those polled 
want to hold down spending to hold down 
taxes. 


JOHN CONNALLY AND 1976. Have no 
doubt that he is thinking about a presi­ 
dential nomination. 
He is showing no sign of “coming 
home” to the Democratic Party. He is 
keeping all his doors open to the Republi­ 
cans. He and President Nixon are on 
close and cordial terms. They frequently 
consult and the agenda is wide-ranging — 
from policy to politics. 
The best evidence is that Connally, the 
No. 1 Democrat for Nixon, hopes to get 
the GOP nomination. He would probably 
need the President’s support some time 
before the convention and many think he 
may get it. 
One highly placed Democratic senator 
remarked: “If I were Agnew, I’d be 
worried.” 


WHAT WILL Hubert Humphrey be 
doing? After he was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1970, he said he would not seek 
another presidential nomination. Howev­ 
er, he did — and failed. Now, even in 
private conversations, he won’t say he 
will not try again. 
Most Democrats think he is through as 
a presidential prospect but he keeps the 
doors open to preserve his fullest influ­ 
ence in the party. 
His main goal this year is to spark 
congressional reform so that Congress 
can recover its powers.

Sales Tax Sharing Could 
Break Redevelopment Deadlock 


Marin County's fight with San 
Rafael over the city’s redevel­ 
opment plan is gathering state­ 
wide attention from attorneys 
who make their living off rede­ 
velopment law. 


■About 60 of them gathered 
last week in the East Bay for 
an updating of the fight in 
Marin, which for the first time 
anywhere has seen a county 
and city try to negotiate an 
agreement over differences on 
redevelopment. 


If such an agreement mater­ 
ializes, (which appears doubt­ 
ful), it could prove precedent 
setting. 


Cause of the city-county dead­ 
lock is the way redevelopment 
is financed. City redevelopment 
agencies can freeze assessed 
.valuation levels and “ siphon 
off” future tax revenues on 
improvements from other agen­ 
cies — such as the county — to 
pay off redevelopment bonds. 
The city has argued it’s real­ 
ly not taking anything away 
from the county, only that it’s 
making increases that may ac­ 
crue in the future. That’s cor­ 
rect. 


BUT USING the same argu­ 
ment, let’s look at redevelop­ 
ment another way. 
The city says redevelopment 
will eventually benefit all tax­ 
ing agencies (which initially 
may lose funds) because as­ 
sessed valuation levels will 
climb with new building and 
business. 
In the meantime, the city has 
entered into an agreement with 
the San Rafael School District 
to return some lost property tax 
revenues. The agreement is 
permitted under a section of the 
redevelopment law which al­ 
lows it to do so for school 
districts only. 
The law makes no provision 
for offering a “ kick back” to 
the county or any special dis-

trict for possible loss of reve­ 
nues from increased valuation. 
However, there is another 
way — through sharing of sales 
tax revenues. 
If the city is so sure redevel­ 
opment will work, why not 
agree to return to the county 
and special districts a per cen- 
tage of the increase in sales 
taxes that will occur because of 
redevelopment? 
It wouldn’t be losing anything 
except sales tax revenues 
which may or may not accrue 
in the future. 
SUCH AN AGREEMENT 
would help compensate the 
county for possible property tax 
losses during the time redevel­ 
opment bonds are outstanding. 
Under state law, such a shar­ 
ing of sales taxes is legal and 
could be limited to the life of 
the redevelopment project. 
iEditor’s note: The city’s 
agreement with the school dis­ 
tricts is probably meaningless 
because school district financ­ 
ing is on a per-pupil basis 
without regard to assessed val­ 
uation under the state’s new 
“ tax reform” legislation.) 


Police Officer 
Found Dead 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
shot rang out from a restroom 
stall in the basement locker 
room of the Hall of Justice 
here. Officers rushed to the 
stall and found Patrolman Rob­ 
ert W. Olsen lying on the floor, 
fatally wounded in the head. 
His service revolver lay near­ 
by. 
Fellow policemen said they 
had noticed no signs recently 
that Olsen, 45, was despondent 
or upset. But a spokesman said 
the incident yesterday will be 
investigated to determine 
whether the apparently self- 
inflicted wound was intentional 
or an accident. 
Before the shot rang out, 
Olsen had entered the locker 
room and dressed for the eve­ 
ning shift, police said. He was 
assigned to the traffic investi­ 
gation detail and had been with 
the department since 1954.

But before everybody rolls 
down the aisle, giggling at this 
lately discovered treasure from 
the naive old 19th century, 
maybe just one more look at 
the Alger myth is in order, 
beginning with the author him­ 
self. 


NOBODY CAN BLAME a 
writer for generalizing about 
life from his ow-n experience. 


A n d Horatio Alger Jr. had the 
best of reasons for writing 
book-length fables — more than 
100 of them — about how Hard 
Work Leads to Success. It hap­ 
pened to him: those Alger 
books sold estimated totals that 
run from 100 million to 400 
million. 
By the rules of the myth, an 
Alger success story starts from 
the bottom. Alger began with a 
properly challenging array of 
handicaps. He was born in 
Chelsea. Mass., in 1832, the son 
of a debt-ridden parson. For a 
man with an awesome case of 
logorrhea, Alger’s first years 
were totally uncharacteristic: 
he couldn’t talk until he was 7. 
A frail child, he barely grew to 
five feet. 
Alger managed to get into 
Harvard, where he studied un­ 
der Henry Wadsworth Longfel-

LIKE HIS PERSEVERING 
heroes, .Alger was not an over­ 
night success. But with his 
eighth book, “ Ragged Dick; or 
Street Life in New York” (1867), 
he hit stride. 


The Alger formula may be 
summarized as follows: 


The Alger hero is a city waif. 
He may be an orphan. Or, for 
instance, he may have been 
kidnapped as an infant from a 
wealthy home. Fathers are 
rare, though wicked, stepfath­ 
ers are not uncommon. If there 
is a mother, she is sweet but 
careworn, and the Alger htjo 
must support her. 
Alger’s favorite age for his 
heroes was 16. The Alger boy 
was not necessarily handsome, 
but he always “ made a good 
impression.” Typically he had 
a “ straightforward look.” He 
was definitely “ not a sensitive 
plant, not to be discouraged by 
rebuffs.” 
The Alger hero was what 
used to be known as a “ manly 
little chap.” 


THE ONLY PEO PLE who 
didn’t like an Alger hero were 
people 
an 
Alger 
reader 
wouldn’t like himself; street- 
corner bullies with dirty finger­ 
nails: flabby ne’er-do-wells, 
generally of “ intemperate hab­ 
its” ; office workers who rubbed 
their hands together and as­ 
sumed a “ cringing manner.” 
While the Alger hero is re­ 
lentlessly doing his good deeds 
— rescuing a child from runa­ 
way horses, saving a dogpad- 
dler from the East River — the 
Alger villains are chloroform­ 
ing or slugging the manly little 
chap. Fear not. No Alger novel 
is complete without the Bene­ 
factor. The Benefactor, a self- 
m ade man, sees himself nos­ 
talgically in the Alger hero just 
as the young Alger hero fore­ 
sees himself in the Benefactor, 
15 or 20 years hence. 
With the help of the Benefac­ 
tor — who must be rich and 
vaguely “ a gentleman” and not 
much else — Virtue Triumphs 
in the End. On the way to 
delivering his Benefactor’s son

from kidnappers in “Silas Snob­ 
den’s Office Boy,” the Alger 
hero Frank Manton signals a 
highly moral victory with lines 
like: “Duty required me to do 
as I did.” But he is not merely 
a prig. 


Like other Alger heroes, 
Frank is a survivor in a tough 
world; the world of child labor, 
the world in which a woman 
working as a seamstress might 
earn 25 cents a day. 


ALGER SHARED Dickens’s 
social indignation, if not his 
gifts. “Fair” and “just” are 
two of his favorite words. Skin­ 
flints and hypocrites — Ameri­ 
can Murdstones and Uriah 
Heeps — headed his black list. 
Like Dickens, too, he loved 
his world despite its corruption 
and cruelty. Alger was a sim­ 
ple. unadorned writer, but a 
lyricism of sorts comes through 
his descriptions of sidewalk 
scenes in Wall Street, nickel 
rides on the El, and Fifth Ave­ 
nue brownstones.

Perhaps the more correct word 
is hope. For Alger, America 
held promise — a term now 
used mostly in irony. He was 
not a Pollyanna: he believed in 
his villains. But he also be­ 
lieved his heroes could cope 
with them. And if this is what 
we late 20th-century sophisti­ 
cates are giggling at, the joke 
may be on us rather than Al­ 
ger.

Nixon's Pledge Of No Amnesty 


For Draft Evaders Under Eye

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
the aftermath of the U.S. disen­ 
g a g e m e n t fro m In d o ch in a, 
A m ericans will be w atching 
with interest to see if President 
Nixon stands by his campaign 
pledge to “never” grant amnes­ 
ty to the tens of thousands of 
young men who refused service 
in the war. 
The emotional issue of am­ 
nesty is certain to again be 
debated 
in 
Congress 
and 
throughout A m erica as the 
United States com pletes the 
task of ending its Indochina 
involvem ent, w ith d raw in ^its 
remaining servicemen from the 
soil of South Vietnam and re­ 
ceiving its prisoners of war. 
There now are estimated 500 
draft resisters in federal jails 
and perhaps as many as 70,000 
other men living abroad in self-

imposed exile because they re­ 
fused to accept service in the 
war. 
In the heat of last fall’s cam­ 
paign, the President took a 
hard line on the issue. 
“ Don't worry about that am­ 
nesty — never,” Nixon told an 
Ohio family whose son had been 
killed in Vietnam. It was one of 
the dramatic moments of the 
cam paign which saw Nixon 
bury in a landslide his Demo­ 
cratic opponent. Sen. George S. 
McGovern, who advocated an 
amnesty once the war was over 
and U.S. prisoners were re­ 
turned. 


Nixon also said during the 
campaign: 
“ It is time to draw the line of 
this issue once and for all. 
There will be no amnesty for 
draft dodgers and deserters af­ 
ter the war.” 


The P resid en t’s cam paign 
statements contrasted with a 
remark he made in a television 
interview in January, 1972. He 
said at that time that he would 
be “ very liberal with regard to 
am nesty.” 
Nixon’s campaign stand ob­ 
viously was a popular one. 
There are many who think it 
just plain wrong that any kind 
of forgiveness be granted those 
who violated the law and re­ 
fused to fight for their country. 
Perhaps the most emotional 
argument against amnesty is 
that it is unfair to those who 
fought and died in Vietnam — 
and to those who spent some of 
the best years of their lives in 
prison camps. 
But those on the other side of 
the issue will make a fight of it. 
Antiwar groups have pledged 


themselves to work for amnes­ 
ty. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft Jr., R- 
Ohio, is one member of Con­ 
gress who has taken a middle 
ground on the question. 
Last year he introduced legis­ 
lation which would grant am­ 
nesty “under certain condi­ 
tions” to persons who failed or 
refused to register for the draft 
or refused induction into the 
armed forces. 


Taft at the time he offered his 
bill cited American casualties 
in the Indochina wr and said, 
“We should not grant amnesty 
to draft resisters without re­ 
quiring them to undertake serv­ 
ice to their country.” 
Taft, a supporter of Nixon, 
suggested that young men cur­ 
rently imprisoned or in exile 
should be released or allowed to 
return if they agreed to serve 
the United States — either in 
the military or in a orm of 
alternate service — for three 
years. 
“WTe must decide whether it 
is more in our interest to have 
them spend their time in jail 
and in bitter exile or to offer 
them a practical course of am­ 
nesty,” Taft said. # 
It is a decision that apparent­ 
ly will have to be made in the 
coming months. But it also is a 
decision in which the President 
would have to play a role, and 
he remains on record with his 
statement of “never.”

For Karen Lynch goose eggs 
don’t add up to zero. They are 
an art form for the Fairfax 
woman, who has written a book 
about the myths and supersti­ 
tions surrounding eggs and the 
various 
craft 
techniques she 
uses to decorate them. 
She also uses turkey eggs, 
which she gets from breeders. 
“I use things left over from 
nature, eggs that are not fer­ 
tile, sea shells and feathers to 
decorate them.” she said. 


Miss Lynch grew up in the 
“cultural wasteland of Tennes­ 
see,’’ where a cousin introduced 
her to art at an early age. 
Always interested in drawing, 
the primal shape of the egg 
fascinated her, and she com­ 
bined the two into an art form. 
Her fascination for eggs re­ 
sulted in a collection, which 
includes pigeon, pheasant and 
quail eggs and her favorite, an 
emu. 


ABOUT A year ago, she be­ 
gan researching the history of 
the egg,and discovered it had a 
large role in mythology. 
“Almost every land has a 
myth on how the earth was 
formed involving the egg,” she 
said. 
The people from 
the Nile 
region believed that a fish 
rolled an egg ashore out of the 
primal waters of chaos which 
contained Atergatis the god­ 
dess, who hatched and created 
the earth, she said. The crea­ 
tion myth from the Fiji Islands 
is that before creation a heav­ 
enly hawk hatched an egg con­ 
taining a boy and girl, begin­ 
ning civilization. 
There is a European supersti­ 
tion that egg shells should be 
broken into tiny bits, lest the 
witches make boats of them, 
she explained.

Finishing her last week of 
working directly with m entally 
retarded 3 to 7-vear-olds, Bon­ 
nie has found that she has both 
the patience and interest for a 
career in special education. 


She and Paula Shilton, a jun­ 
ior at Oberlin, are the first out- 
of-the-area volunteers to work 
at Forest Meadows, a project 
they chose to fulfill the unusual 
Oberlin requirem ent — a yearly 
w inter month volunteering in a 
project away from the Ohio 
campus. 


FOR BONNIE, w hose hom e 
town is Detroit, Mich., it is the 
first trip to C alifornia, and 
she’s been am azed to find deer 
and raccoons right around the 
Dominican College dorm Pen- 
nafort, 
where 
she 
has been 
staying. 
“ Oberlin is so isolated — in 
the middle of cornfields.” she 
remarked while taking a break 
to talk about her work in the 
development center office of 
director Marys Kehm. 
Bonnie spends each weekday 
from 9 a.m.- to 3 p.m. assisting 
in the development program. 
What surprised her most is that 
she and Paula are able to work 
dir^ tly with the children indi­ 
vidually, just as a teacher 
would. 
“ I thought I would just get to 
observe, but n o,” she said. 
First she was given an overall 
orientation at the center, part 
of the Marin County Schools 
special education system , by a 
teacher. Then Bonnie observed 
the teacher working with indi­ 
vidual children in her class, 
and with definite instruction on 
whdt to do with a particular 
child, Bonnie herself began. 
Now each morning the teacher 
gives Bonnie some directions 
for" the day and she works 
directly with the children the 
rest of the day. 
Best of all she likes teaching 
language techniques, but she 
also exercises the children and 
gives them tactile, tasting and 
smelling experiences that are 
needed in their development. 


BONNIE HAD never worked 
with mentally retarded children 


before, although Paula had pre­ 
vious special education experi­ 
ence. 
“ I always feel free to ask 
questions of the teacher and to 
tell her if I don’t feel confident 
to work with this or that child.” 
Bonnie said . 
“ The te a c h e r 
watched w hat I did with a 
particular child and then she 
told me what I did that w-as 
good and what could be im­ 
proved upon,” Bonnie said 


At this point she is fairly 
convinced to follow' a career in 
special education, but if she 
changes her mind it will at 
least be “som ething with kids." 


Bonnie and Paula found out 
separately about Forest Mead­ 
ows Development Center as a 
winter college project through 
an Oberlin project catalogue 
made from 
suggestions by 
Oberlin alumni. Ann Padover is 
Dominican College's director of 
the special education program, 
which works with Forest Mead­ 
ows center, and she is also an 
Oberlin graduate. She listed the 
project and received six re­ 
plies. But Bonnie and Paula 
were the only ones who could 
come this year, Mrs. Padover 
said. But she already has an­ 
other student lined up for next 
winter. 


“I’ll sure go back and tell the 
others,” Bonnie added with en­ 
thusiasm. She and Paula will 
leave Feb. 3 to continue their 
spring sem ester in the class­ 
rooms at Oberlin, where they 
had not known each other be­ 
fore. 


But Bonnie will miss the chil­ 
dren at Forest Meadows. 
“I like the positive atmos­ 
phere here — in the teachers 
and the children —it goes 
through the whole school. I 
really like the experience of 
working with the children. I 
think I really have gotten a feel 
for it. 
“ Before I didn’t have faith in 
behavior m odification tech ­ 
niques, but here I see them 
work, so I have a lot of faith 
now. 


“YOU LOOK at every gain 
they make, wow! And now I 
have to leave.” she said of the 
children. 
Back at Oberlin, Bonnie and 
Paula will write papers about 
their winter month experience, 
and in San Rafael Mrs. Padov­ 
er will evaluate the Oberlin 
visitors program “ to see if 
there are ways to improve it 
next year.” 
For Bonnie the month has 
been too short and most valua­ 
ble.

package policy similar to home­ 
owners insurance in the United 
States. 
So far plans are being pilot- 
tested by a number of labor 
unions, a few cooperatives, and 
a teachers’ association. 
UNDER MOST of the policies 
now being written, the policy-, 
holder pays a regular monthiy 
fee which is deducted from his 
wages within a specific cost 
limit. 
These services might include 
the cost of drawing up a will, or 
legal advice with respect to 
documents such as those to be 
signed in the purchase of a 
house. Or they might provide 
for legal aid in consumer credit 
cases, breach of warranty, faul­ 


ty autom obile rep airs, etc. 
They might even provide for 
defense in a civil suit, or in a 
criminal suit where the policy­ 
holder is the defendant. 


Policy prem ium s, at this 
point, range from $2 to $10 a 
month. They vary in cost and 
services according to the needs 
of the group involved. 


The “Shreveport (La.) Plan” 
has been cited as a significant 
pilot program. It is co-spon­ 
sored by the American Bar 
Association and the Ford Foun­ 
dation. 


It was established in 1971 for 
the benefit of a local labor 
union and is rated as a success­ 
ful venture. At any rate, other 
unions have adopted similar 
plans. 
The group legal-services pro­ 
gram of the California Teach­ 
ers Association, with one of the 
nation's largest and most com­ 
prehensive group legal plans, 
has just completed three years 
of successful operation.

LABOR UNIONS are the 
leaders so far in the adoption of 
legal expense insurance. A big 
hitch to further expansion is 
lack of provision, under the 
Labor Management Relations 
Act of 1947, for management 
participation in such plans. An 
amendment to the law to per­ 
mit this participation is before 
Congress. “Hearings were held 
last year, and Rep. F rank 
Thompson Jr. .(D) of New Jer­ 
sey has introduced new legisla­ 
tion in the present session to 
continue pressure for passage 
of the amendment. 
This would make it possible 
to bring this type of insurance 
to the bargaining table as a 
fringe benefit in labor negotia­ 
tions and probably result “in an 
explosion of plans all over the 
country,” as oqe labor spokes­ 
man put it. 
Insurance companies, in gen­ 
eral, favor the new develop­ 
ment. “ Whether it is marketed 
as a separate policy on a group 
basis, or in a package policy on 
an individual basis, the future 
of legal-expense insurance in 
the United States looks equally 
b rig h t,” 
is 
the conclusion 
drawn by Charles 0. Hartwell 
in a recent article in the Jour­ 
nal of Insurance. 
Laywers appear equally en­ 
thusiastic, anticipating an in­ 
crease in the demand for legal 
services as a result. Should this 
develop, it would help to offset 
any possible decrease in the 
spread of no-fault insurance. 
In fact, a member of the 
American Bar Association has 
been quoted as describing legal- 
expense insurance as “ the 


wave of the future for the legal 
profession."

hand, 
strong opposition comes from 
the nation’s manufacturers and 
others who apprehend its use as 
a pressure point in future labor 
negotiations. 
It ranks as a consumer issue 
of considerable magnitude in 
th at its prim e beneficiaries 
would be the 70 million or more 
A m ericans in the m iddle-in- 
come bracket — those who are 
neither poor enough for free 
legal aid nor rich enough to 
afford their own lawyers.

Ada Garfinkers 
Show Impressive

ing from her M-Suite Series plus 
the Talisman paintings and draw­ 
ings may be seen at the Domini­ 
can College in Alemany Library 
and San Marco Gallery through 
Feb. 24. 


An exhibit of paintings and 
drawings by Marin artist Ada 
Garfinkel at Dominican College 
is possibly the most impressive 
and ambitious group of Mrs. 
Garfinkel's work ever assem­ 
bled. 


Impressive, because there is 
an exciting unity in both paint­ 
ing and drawing. One comple­ 
ments the other in color, shape 
and content and shows the very 
fine, almost invisible line be­ 
tween the two media. 


Beautifully mounted in both 
the Alemany Library and the 
San Marco Gallery, the show 
will run through Feb. 24. 


Her M-Suite Series is derived 
abstractly from the flower-leaf 
motifs of Matisse, but here the 
similarity stops. It is essential­ 
ly an homage to the French 
artist, but the shapes and struc­ 
tural forms take on a new 
identity and become Mrs. Gar- 
finkel's own. 


These amorphous forms, rich 
in color, sparkle and catch the 
eye in a never-ending arrange­ 
ment. 


Using a strong vertical and 
horizontal format, the artist 
manages to turn the planes of 
color backward, forward and 
sideways. 


There are so many areas of 
interest, especially so in M- 
Suite VIII. This painting seems 
the most structurally success­ 
ful. 
The vital elements are once 
again Mrs. Garfinkel’s play­ 
ground but where only one or 
two elements were explored in 
other paintings, here the color, 
point and counterpoint of line 
and fam iliar shapes are 
brought together in complete 
harmony. 
In M-Suite VII the use of 
hard-edge is enhanced with the 
mixture of spontaneous gesture 
painting. The touch of black 
works well, although in some of 
the paintings using more black 


it seems to detract and stop the 
rhythm of the movement too 
abruptly. 


Mrs. Garfinkel’s drawings 
are also energetic statements, 
some with a delicate edge of 
humor. Muted or brightly glow­ 
ing. these show the artist’s 
complex esthetic world. Her 
reality is a viewer’s dream. 


It was difficult, perhaps im­ 
possible, not too long ago for 
people not sensitive to this form 
of expression and thinking to 
comprehend the difficult strug­ 
gles of artists and the single- 
minded concentration that this 
type of work demands. 


Now happily, through the ad­ 
vanced media of communica­ 
tion and vision, we are better 
equipped to understand the rig­ 
orous process from conception 
of a creative idea to the final 
painting. 


For instance, the Interlandia 
Series of drawing on canvas 
seem complete in themselves 
and then looking around the 
gallery one realizes that these 
are avant-coureur; extensions 
of the major paintings. 


Through the process of draw­ 
ing. moving, glueing, shifting 
shapes and areas of color 
through the years, a maturity 
of work emerges, 


A note on the Talisman Series 
— these paintings in a muted 
blend of tones show a singular 
geometric arrow-like shape and 
two or three broken circular 
forms, but in Talisman IV the 
remembered shapes of other 
paintings and other drawings 
are integrated with the symbol 
of the arrow and circles that 
create an intriguing ambiguity. 
This then is a healthy, joyful 
body of work that is different. 
Katherine Kuh, noted art critic, 
once said: “ There is no one 
reality, no uniform vision, for 
each man makes his own.” 
And Ada Garfinkel’s world of 
vision is unique and never dull.

Eastern exotica was most ap­ 
parent in Alan Hovhaness’s 
“ Upon Enchanted Ground” 
which is a miniature of his 
longer concertos in which he 
repeats rhythmic patterns mo­ 
notonously to produce a deliber­ 
ate hypnotic effect which the 
trio had already suggested in 
the last movement of the De­ 
bussy. 
After the harp and flute es­ 
tablished the trance, the viola 
(the work originally calls for 
cello) came in solidly with what 
could have been a cantus fir- 
mus • theme. Instead, Miss 
Negherbon immediately joined 
the other two performers with 
her own variation on the hyp­ 
notic pattern. This exciting con­ 
glomeration of sound was punc­ 
tuated occasionally by a giant 
gong played by Arthur Chan­ 
dler. 
While there were brief mo­ 
ments in the Debussy and Bon­ 
don when the harp overpowered 
the other two instruments and 
when the viola was flat in 
several entrances, these were 
mere trifles in an evening of 
rare beauty.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Democratic State 
Central Committee called on 
Gov. Ronald Reagan during the 
weekend to withdraw the nomi­ 
nation of William P. Clark Jr., 
his former chief aide, to the 
state Supreme Court. 
In a resolution addressed to 
Reagan, the Dem ocrats 
charged that Clark, now an 
appellate court justice in Los 
Angeles, appears to “ fall far 
below” standards of experience 
and scholarly excellence ex­ 
pected of Supreme Court jus­ 
tices. 
Clark, former executive sec­ 
retary to Reagan, failed to ob­ 
tain a law degree. He took the 
state bar examination, passed 
it on his second try and became 
an attorney. 


The Democratic resolution al­ 
so said the Commission on Judi­ 
cial Appointments, which must 
confirm or reject Clark, should 
“ disapprove the appointment.” 


Other resolutions adopted by 
the committee included:

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Cali­ 
fornia Democrats elected a 
McGovern campaign leader as 
their new state chairman, but 
key party figures vowed to 
abandon the defeated presiden­ 
tial candidate's “ elitist" left 
and return to what one called 
“ the soul of America.” 


Liberal Assemblyman John 
L. Burton of San Francisco, 
cochairman of Sen. George 
McGovern's California cam­ 
paign. was overwhelmingly 
elected chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee 
Sunday at the windup of its 
biennial convention. 


But Burton insisted to news­ 
men his 562-180 victory over a 
moderate, attorney John Merlo 
of Chico, should not be regard­ 
ed as a triumph for the party's 
former McGovern faction. “ I 
couldn’t have won this if I had 
only represented one segment 
of the party,” he said. 
Burton described himself as a 
“ blue collar liberal” who en­ 
joys “ hard hat” labor support. 
It is precisely this support— 
from union leaders, workers 
and ethnic groups—that Sen. 
Alan Cranston and San Francis­ 
co Mayor Joseph L. Alioto told 


delegates the party must regain 
or lose more elections. 
Alioto termed these tradition­ 
al Democratic voting blocs the 
“ soul of America-ordinary, de­ 
cent people.” He said the party 
should “ discard” a liberal “ eli­ 
tist” who demands to be sup­ 
ported on the issues 100 per 
cent. 


“ Let’s face it and don't try to 
smear the fact or smudge one 
single bit: We took an awful 
lacing in November.” Alioto 
said Saturday night as he and 
four other contenders for the 
1974 gubernatorial nomination 
addressed a banquet gathering. 


Cranston, preparing to run 
for re-election next year, ear­ 
lier told the liberal-oriented 
central committee that “ liberal 
ideology, unyielding and un­ 
compromising, is not always 
truth engraved on stone tab­ 
lets.” 
California's junior senator, 
John V. Tunney. urged dele­ 
gates Sunday to make it clear 
to voters that “ we stand not for 
radicalism, but realism: not 
utopianism, but social justice;

Opening lead — A 3 


IN DUMMY 
South won the first trick in 
dummy with the king of spades 
and promptly led the jack of 
diamonds to draw a round of 
trumps. East played low and 
the jack held the trick. So far 
so good. 
Now South made the fatal 
error of leading a second trump 
from dummy. East stepped up 
with the ace of diamonds and 
shrewdly led a third diamond. 
This left only one trump in 
dummy. South could therefore 
ruff one club and discard one 
club on dummy’s ace of spades. 
This still left him with one 
losing club, so South was down 
(one instead of making his slam 
contract. 


MUST RUFF CLUBS 
South should see that he 
wants to ruff two clubs in dum­ 
my. Hence he must not make it 
possible for an opponent to re­ 
duce dummy to one trump. 
After dummy’s jack of dia­ 
monds holds, South should take 
(he ace of clubs and ruff a club 
with a high trump. East should 
discard since he cannot gain by 
overruffing. Now South leads a 
heart to the king and ruffs 
another club with a high trump, 


NO PROBLEMS 
Only after doing this work 
can declarer afford to lead a 
second trump from the dummy. 
South will draw trumps as 
quickly as he can from this

Mock Governor's Political 
Views Cover Wide Range 


A 17-year-old San Rafael girl 
whose political stands range 
from protection of the news­ 
m an ’s right to conceal his 
sources of information to legali­ 
zation of nude sunbathing will 
serve as California's mock gov­ 
ernor this weekend. 
Lisa Jo Morrison will take 
office 
T hursday 
when 
the 
Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion Model L egislature con­ 
venes in Sacramento. About 800 
young people from 75 YMCA 
branches will be delegates. 
Miss Morrison, a senior at 
Marin Catholic High School, de­ 
feated seven male challengers, 
most from Southern California. 
This is only the second time in 
the 25-year history of the model 
legislature that a girl has been 
elected governor. 
She decided to run, she said, 
because the politics of last 
year’s governor rankled her. 
“ He vetoed about half the bills 
on the basis of his moral be­ 
liefs,” she said. “ A governor 
should remember that he’s rep­ 
resenting a constituency and 
not just himself.” 
He even vetoed the bill of the 
Marin YMCA branch, she said, 
a measure providing two weeks 
of counseling on the military 
draft for every high school sen­ 
ior. This y e a r’s M arin bill, 
which Miss Morrison helped 
draft, calls for setting up one 
area in each county for nude 
sunbathing. “ In every state 
there are places where these 
people can congregate and po­ 
lice don’t hassle them even 
though it’s illegal,” she said. 
“ But we think it should be 
made legal.” 
Other bills coming up this 
year include one to lower the 
drinking age to 18, one provid­ 
ing amnesty for draft evaders, 
another proposing a single 
house legislature. All bills pass­ 
ed by the model legislature and 
governor will eventually be in­ 
troduced. in the real Legisla­ 
ture. 
Miss Morrison will open and 
close the mock legislature with 
speeches, will preside at a gov­ 
ernor’s ball, will meet with 
supporters and opponents of 
bills and will decide whether or 
not to sign them. She also will 
be introduced to Governor Rea­ 
gan. 
She will center one speech on 
citizen participation in govern­ 
ment. “ People aren’t running 
for offices, they aren’t voting 


Water Firm 
Takeover 
Is Pushed 


Inverness Association direc­ 
tors are planning a referendum 
campaign to force the Inver­ 
ness Public Utility District to 
take over and operate the hold­ 
ings of the private Inverness 
W ater Co. 


At an association m eeting 
Friday, it appeared that both 
district and company would re­ 
sist the effort. 


Theodore L. Chenault of Sac­ 
ramento, vice president of the 
w ater company, told Friday’s 
audience of about 40 persons 
that his firm was unwilling to 
sell out at any price, according 
to Dr. Michael C. Whitt, asso­ 
ciation president. 


A petition with sufficient 
p roperty ow ners’ signatures 
could force the utility district to 
hold a referendum on a possible 
bond issue and on condemna­ 
tion proceedings against the 
water firm, Whitt reported. He 
said the utility district board is 
— at most — neutral to the 
idea. The district held a series 
of elections in which public 
takeover of the water system 
was narrowly defeated about 12 
years ago. 
The utility district now oper­ 
ates only as a fire protection 
agency. 
Whitt said association direc­ 
tors voted to determine the cost 
of taking over the water firm, 
plus reacquiring w atershed 
lands the firm sold some years 
ago. The association also will 
ask the state Public Utilities 
Commission to outline the legal 
steps necessary to bring emi­ 
nent domain action against the 
w ater firm.

She said she thinks she won 
the governorship at the YMCA 
Youth and Government Elec­ 
tions Conference last month be­ 
cause of her candidacy speech 
on the newsman’s right to pro­ 
tect his records and sources. “ I 
was very loud and deliberate,” 
she said. “Some other candi­ 
dates had obviously given more 
speeches before, but they didn’t 
do as well. I never mentioned 


anything in my speech about 
my being a girl, and no one else 
did either.” 


But she does think that she 
had a tough job winning other 
female votes. “The idea of a 
nice cute guy up there is much 
more appealing to a girl,” she 
said. 


The daughter of the John R. 
Mirrisons at 43 Kinross Drive, 
Miss Morris said she had help 
in campaigning from her broth­ 
er Christopher, 15, and her boy­ 
friend, who are attending the 
legislature. She won on the first 
ballot with more than 300 votes. 


Her biggest goal as governor, 
she said, is to help make other 
teens aware of how they can 
get involved in government. 
“ Most of us learn a lot in 
government class but we don’t 
actually experience it,” she 
said. “ I’m part of that learning 
experience, and I hope I can be 
a good leader. I’d like to see 
more kids from throughout the 
county get involved in this too.” 
Marin is sending 14 delegates 
to the model legislature.

Puget Sound Is Ferryboat Country

SEATTLE — A ride on a 
ferryboat is a good way to get 
the taste of the sea on your lips 
and the roll of the waves in 
your legs. 
So I discovered on board the 
M. V. Hyak, named for an 
Indian tribe like most of the 
ferries hereabouts. It’s part of 
the Evergreen Fleet. 19 boats in 
the water and two more on the 
way for next year — the largest 
double-ended ferry system in 
the world. 
Clearly, Puget Sound is ferry 
country, and instead of content­ 
ing myself with merely riding 
the Hyak. I found my way to 
one of the pilothouses of the 382- 
foot vessel. There I met Capt. 
A. G. Fosse, who has been a 
Puget Sound ferryboat skipper 
since 1943. 
A Pudget Sound man all the 
way through, he’s never sailed 
offshore except once. That was 
when he was an observer 
abroad the Hyak when she was 
brought upcoast in 1967 from 
San Diego, where she was built. 
“A mighty rough ride,” the 
captain recalled. “The water 
sloshed all over the decks.” 
What made the trip so rough 
was the shape of the hull and 
the double-ended nature of the 
boat. “This means she’s strictly 
a bay boat.” he added. 
Although the ferryboat has 
two identical ends, it still has a 
bow and a stern. For navigation 
purposes, Captain Fosse ex­ 
plained, the bow is what’s up 
front when you’re moving. But 
when it comes to placement of 
lifeboats, firefighting equip­ 
ment, etc.. the boat has to have 
a permanent bow. 
It was 4 p.m. when my Hyak 
trip began: The captain gave a 
toot on the whistle, the gates 
closed, and we were under way. 
We headed out into the Sound 
with 84 cars and a few hundred 
passengers abroad. Destina­ 
tion: Bremerton, on the Olym­ 
pic Peninsula across from Seat­ 
tle. 
The captain and I moved to 
the No. 1 pilothouse, in what 
would be the bow for this trip,- 
across what is called the Texas 
deck — no one seems to know 
why. No passenger ever rides 
up there, for in a high wind you 
can be blown clear into the sea. 
A nonslippery surface down the 
center of the deck provides 
some traction. 
In the cabin we met the first 
mate and the quartermaster, 
who was steering. It takes 
many people to run a boat this 
size. Crew for an eight-hour 
stint on board the Hyak: cap­ 
tain, first mate, four able-bod­ 
ied seamen, two ordinary sea­ 
men, two cabin watchmen, and 
one matron; plus two engi­ 
neers, a chief and assistant 
chief, and two oilers, who are 
equal to able-bodied seamen. 
There’s a lot of work for 
them. In addition, there’s lot’s 
of paperwork. There’s an inch- 
thick book of rules which crews 
have to know. 
We discuss the working of the 
Hyak, and how things have 
changed on the Sound since 
Fosse first became a skipper. 
“ We used to do almost every­ 
thing on board the boat,” said 
Fosse, “but now it’s done on 
drydock.” And boats are better 
kept today. 
Cabin decks are polished 
twice a day, for instance. Win­ 
dows washed every day. But 
that’s only the housekeeping 
end of the upkeep. 
There’s lots of vibration, I

write in my notebook. Captain 
Fosse explained that it’s be­ 
cause one of the two propellers 
was damaged when the boat hit 
something underwater. “ We 
have a bad wheel,” is the way 
he puts it, in a voice that tells 
you that it will soon be fixed. 
Right now there isn’t too 
much activity in Puget Sound. 
“ We carried thousands of 
people during World War II 
with bare crews and no radar,” 
Captain Fosse reminisced. “We 
used to rely on the (foghorn) 
echo. Younger skippers today 
keep their faces in the radar 
screen.” he said. “They never 
slow down in a fog, the captain 
tells you. Then he added with a 
smile, “ In fact, we have a 
reputation for making better 
time in fog than in clear weath­ 
er.” 
I have my notebook out 
again: I put down, “We enter 
Rich Passage. At least a five- 
knot current.” 
“The current can do funny 
things to a ferryboat.” the skip­ 
per said. 
“Let ’er come, Paul.” It’s the 
second or third time Captain 
Fosse has said it. When I ask 
him what it means, he says, 
“ It’s a change in course.” Cap­ 
tain Fosse keeps a list of course 
changes on all the runs in the 
Sound. Instead of calling out 
the heading he tells the quarter­ 
m aster when to make the 
change, and the quartermaster 
knows which direction to go. 
“We get tired of calling out 
course change,” the captain 
says. 
“Let er come, Paul.” The 
call comes again. Then Fosse 
continues chronicling changes. 
“Back in the old days a load of 
iron aboard a passing ship 
would affect our compass, but 
now now.” he said. 
As we approach Bremerton, 
we can see the current eddying. 


swirling. The water is hitting 
the beach and coming back. It 
is rough. 
Fosse takes over the helm. 
He makes a 190-degree swing 
toward the Bremerton ferry 
slip. “Used to have a lot of 
trouble getting into dock be­ 
cause of the current,” he reme- 
bers. 
One long blast and two shorts 
— it’s the docking whistle. 
People often come out of 
nearby restaurants as the ferry 
approaches. There’s something 
about a boat that attracts peo­ 
ple. Maybe it’s the prospect of 
adventure at sea, even if it’s 
only a 45-minute crossing of 
Puget Sound. 
As we move into the slip, the 
captain muses: “Have to be 
careful not to overrun the 
dock.” Then he softly adds: 
“I've done that before, too.” 
Half astern . . . left rudder 
. . . slowr . . . stop. Gates up. 
End of run. 
We are right on time. 
But the passengers often are 
not. Many people run for the 
ferry. “I left five cars once 
because we were ready to go. 
“We have one commuter on 
Bainbridge Island who is al­ 
ways running. But you can’t 
leave people who are running: 
down the dock,” he said. 
Five p.m. and time to return 
to Seattle. 
One big toot to alert the crew. 
Gates close and ramp up. 
We left only one car on dock 
as we departed; it had rolled in 
after the gates had closed. The 
driver has a one-hour wait. 
Captain Fosse enjoys his 
work and says he doesn’t want 
to go outside the bay. 
Is he bored with running the 
same route day after day, I 
asked him. He sniffs at the 
idea: “I always look forward to 
coming to work. The same 
route doesn’t bother me at all.” 


It isn’t easy running a boat 
like that Hyak. A double-ended 
boat is very different from a 
single-ended one. .One prop at 
each end. One pulls while the 
other pushes. If they’re not 
synchronized, you can get a 
terrible vibration. 
In the engine room you can 
see what boat run. 
It looks like a room on board 
a subm arine, .or maybe a 
spaceship, I wrote in the note­ 
book. Scores of dials and con­ 
trols. Clean, very clean; after 
all, the Hvak is only five years 
old. 
Temperature 117 degrees in 
the boiler room. I don’t ques­ 
tion it. And noisy! I put on 
earmuffs, the kind used by air­ 
craft crewmen around the big 
jets. 
Four V-16 diesel engines 
drive the four generators 
which, in turn, make the power 
to turn the drive motors which 
turn the prop. How’s that for a 
real-go-around? But I'm told it 
all makes sense. 
A look at the motor was 
dizzying. Oil gushed over the 
main 
bearing, 
and 
props 
whirred at 160 turns a minute. 
But I could not examine it at 
leisure. I had been in the con­ 
trol room only 20 minutes when 
the stand-by bell sounded. We 
approached the dock. 
The big dial registered half 
speed — 80 turns; the slow — 40 
turns. 
“Now we’re pushing away 
from the ferry ship,” says Mr. 
Holland, the watch engineer. 
Half speed . . . slow . . . stop 
. . . slow astern . . . show ahead 
. . . half ahead. 
STOP. 
And I go ashore. The ferry 
ride is over for me. But at 6 
p.m., Captain Fosse and the 
Hyak will do it all over again.

Sturgeon Fishing: 
To Laugh Or Gaff 


With all this talk about the red-hot sturgeon 
fishing in San Pablo Bay I jumped at the 
opportunity to try my luck when Stan Kelly, 
harbor m aster at Marin Yacht Club, invited me 
aboard his 30-foot boat. 
Joining us was the sturgeon m aster himself, 
game warden and I-J fish-game writer A1 Gid- 
dings. A1 directed Stan to head toward the Sisters 
Islands and when we dropped anchor we were just 
north of the Islands, about a mile outside China 
Camp in San Pablo Bay. 
We baited up with ghost shrimp, tossed out our 
lines, and sat back to meditate the heavens. Seven 
minutes later I was into what I thought was going 
to be a whopper, but it turned out to be a sturgeon 
of about 35 inches, and since the size limit is 40 
inches, the little fella today is swimming some­ 
where off the bottom of the Bay being a little 
more careful which shrimp he decides to eat. 
I had fun battling the fish, but it cost Giddings 
his hunting hat which was knocked off when my 
line got too close to his head as he was trying to 
help me land the fish without injuring it. The fish 
was uninjured but you should have seen the look 
on Giddings’ face as he watched the tide take his 
$2.98 cap away. By now, if it hasn’t been 
swallowed by a whale, the cap is a good way 
toward China. The real one, not China Camp in 
San Rafael. 
A short time later another sturgeon chose to 
gobble up my bait insted of the offerings of Kelly 
and Giddings, and this one, too, was undersized, 
possibly an inch or two longer than the first one. 
When I went back to the bait bucket after 
releasing the sturgeon, Al, quicker on his feet than 
most men his age, had taken my chair on the port 
side. 
All Al got out of that move were a couple of 
little flounders and a bullhead, so he took his place 
again on the starboard side of the deck. And guess 
what? I got another sturgeon on the port side of 
the boat and this one was a “keeper,” although a 
small one, about 43 inches long and 24 pounds. 
Landing the fish was a riot. I had played it out 
so long that the fish was bored with the whole 
thing and would have willingly climbed aboard if 
it had feet. But Giddings, wanting to test the 
rusted gaff aboard the boat, had the hook of the 
gaff break off in his hands. We were too high off 
the surface of the water to bend down to lift the 
sturgeon from the water and the only net aboard 
was very small for such a task. But with Giddings 
rocking with laughter at the two sturgeon novices 
trying to land this fish, Kelly finally got most of it 
in the net on the fifth swipe and we hauled it on 
the deck. 
“This is your fish,” laughed Giddings all the 
while we were struggling to land it. *Tm just 
going to watch.” I just wonder what I would have 
done if it were really a big sturgeon on the end of 
my line. 
Anyway, the weather was fine, the Bay was 
calm, and I had caught some fish. Although the 24- 
pound sturgeon didn’t qualify me as “The Old 
Man and the Sea,” it was bigger than the fish I’m 
used to stuffing in my trout creel. Al and Stan? 
They were blanked but vowed to return another 
day. Watch out sturgeon: Here they come!

Controversial Shot Beats Marin, 61-60 


Tars Drop 
Into A Tie 
For First

A shot which possibly 
shouldn’t have 
been 
m ade, under circum ­ 
stances which certainly 
shouldn’t have arisen, 
brought the defeat of 
College of Marin’s bas­ 
ketball team Saturday 
night. 
Guard Rick Hile of West Val­ 
ley College of Campbell hit a 
controversial 15-foot jump shot 
from the right side with 15 
seconds left to give the Vikings 
a 61-60 victory over Marin in a 
Camino Norte Conference game 
witnessed by about 1,000 fans in 
Kentfield. 
The victory boosted West Val­ 
ley into a tie for first place with 
Marin at 4-1, reduced the Tars’ 
season record to 17-3, and sure­ 
ly cost them their No. 2 ranking 
in the state. West Valley, also 
now 17-3, entered the contest 
rated No. 3. 
“Hile traveled with the ball, 
and he shot behind a moving 
screen,” said Marin assistant 
coach Jim Webster, who guided 
the team with head coach John 
Panagakis still in bed with the 
flu. “ We had our captains talk 
to the officials all night about 
the moving screen, but they 
(referees Willis McJunkin and 
Ron Labetich) didn’t call it 
once.” 
The Tars could have avoided 
the whole controversy by hold­ 
ing onto the 60-55 lead they had 
with 2:10 left, but Hile hit two 
straight jump shots before his 
game-winner, and Marin oblig­ 
ingly turned the ball over twice. 
“They had 20 turnovers to our 
10,” said Webster. “It’s the 
ugliest statistic I’ve ever seen. 
We should have played a con­ 
trol game, but we elected to 
throw the ball around the place.

NEW YORK (UPI) — There 
will be the sound of ringing 
phones for most of today in the 
office of John Breen. 


Breen is the general m anager 
of the Houston Oilers and sud­ 
denly he’s one of the most 
popular men in the National 
Football League. The reason is 
that the Oilers, with the worst 
record in pro football last sea­ 
son (1-13), have the No. 1 pick in 
to m o rro w ’s co lleg e p la y e r 
draft.

end from Tampa. 
Breen has been saying that if 
a trade doesn’t work out, he’ll 
pick Jones himself and trade 
either Jones or backup man 
Lynn Dickey, who missed last 
season with a broken hip. Dan 
Pastorini seems to have the No. 
1 job locked up. 


The Oilers have two first 
round picks, also owning Atlan­ 
ta ’s, the 14th selection on the 
first round. New Orleans will 
pick second as the teams draft 
in inverse order of the final 1972 
standings and Philadelphia,, 
which has two picks in the first 
six, goes third.. New England is 
fourth, followed by St. Louis 
and then the Eagles again on a 
choice from San Diego.

Three Selected 
To Hall Of Fame 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Mickey 
Welch, who won 311 games in 13 
years, was voted into baseball's 
Hall of Fame Sunday along 
with a star of the first team to 
win four straight pennants and 
one of the game's most famous 
umpires. 
Welch, who pitched for Troy 
and New York of the National 
League from 1880 through 1892, 
was elected to the Cooperstowm, 
N.Y., shrine by the special vet­ 
erans committee. Entering with 
him were first baseman George 
“ Highpockets” Kelly of the 
New York Giants and umpire 
Billy Evans. 
Another special committee 
will name at least one star of 
the old Negro Leagues to the 
shrine within a few weeks and a 
special election is being held to 
consider the late Roberto Clem­ 
ente. 
Welch, who threw and batted 
right-handed, was born in 
Brooklyn on July 4, 1859 and 
entered the National League 
with Holyoke in 1879. Pitching 
in an era when there were no 
relief pitchers and the ball was 
dead, Welch compiled succes­ 
sive won-lost records of 34-30, 
20-18, 14-16, 27-21, 39-42, 44-11, 
33-22. 23-15, 26-19, 27-12, 18-13, 
6-9 and 17-14 for a career mark 
of 311-207 ana a .600 won-lost 
percentage. 
Welch pitched more than 40 
complete games in seven sea­ 
sons including a high of 64 in 
1880. He won 17 consecutive 
games from July 18 through 
Sept. 4 in 1885 w-hen he com­ 
piled his 44-11 record. 
A 6-foot, 4-inch, 190-pound na­ 
tive of San Francisco, Calif., 
Kelly was the star first base­ 
man of John McGraw’s Giants 
who won consecutive National 
League pennants in 1921-22-23- 
24. He played in the majors 
from 1915 through 1932 —play­ 
ing for Pittsburgh. Cincinnati, 
Chicago and Brooklyn as well 
as the Giants—and had a .297 
lifetime batting average. 
Kelly was a favorite of 
McGraw, also a Hall of Famer, 
and one of the game's early 
power hitters with a lifetime 
total of 148 homers. He was at 
his peak during the Giants' four 
consecutive pennant season,
